Rules for the F.R.H.A. (Fellowship) Certificates 


According to a Resolution dated 10-10-59 adopted in the 
Executive Committee meeting of the Rajasthan Homoeopathy 
Association, the F.R.H.A., (Fellow of the Rajasthan Homeo- 
pathy Association) Certificates may be issued to experienced 
practitioners of Homoeopathy, on the following conditions :— 


(a) That the Homeeopathic practitioner desiring to obtain 
the fellowship certificate (F.R.H.A.) should apply for the same 
with at least two testimonials from two respectable persons of 


his cown or village certifying that he has been practising 
Homeceopathy at least for 3 years. 


(b) That such application must accompany the sum of 
Rs. 15/- only as test fee, which is non-refundable. . 


(c) That he must pass a summary test taken by the Bench 
of Examiners consisting of 3 Veteran Homeceopaths selected from 
the panel of Examiners appointed by the Association. 


N.B.—On receipt of the application from the candidate 
alongwith the test fee and the two supporting testimonials as 
mentioned in resolution (b) above, the Secretary will inform the 
candidate the time and date and place when and where he may 
appear for the said summary test. The Secretary will also 
arrange that any 3examiners from the panel of examiners shall 
also be present at the appointed time and date and place to 
form the Bench of Examiners to take the summary test. The 
Secretary may choose any 3 examiners from the panel of 
Examiners, who may be willing to be readily available in time 
at the appointed place. 


2. That the Fellowship Certificate ( F. R. H. A. ) (Honoris 
Causa) may also be issued to such Savants, Authors, Eminent 
scholars etc. ......, if applied for with a fee of Rs 15/- only. 


N.B.—Any experienced practitioner may therefore submit 
a good article or thesis for scrutiny by our Examiners with the 
test fee Rs. 15/- only.

EDITORIAL 


We have been always impressing upon our readers the dire 
necessity of organising ourselves into an united body with strong 
state-wise and country-wide organisation at our back. 

And for this we must make ourselves free from dogmatism which 
is absolutely necessary if we have to sink our petty differences and if 
we have to go ahead in our research works as scientists and if we 
have to exhibit our strength as scientists in unequivocal voice. 

And if we have to develop a broad outlook, we must bear in 
mind that whatever new may come our way, we must examine it 
before we condemn. We must remember that we are physicians and 
not merely homoeopaths. Then alone we shall be true to the cause 
as defined and expected of a Physician by Hahnemann in the opening 
few aphorisms of the Organon. Then alone we will better know the 
part played by proper dieting, sanitation, nursing, and also such 
auxiliary measures like auto and passive suggestions, psychotherapy, 
magnetism, mesmerism or hypnotism, radiation, massage etc.; in 
sickness and cure. 

Dr. Mahendarlal Sarkar, the great physician, topping both the 
allopaths and the homoeopaths of his times also said— 

“The best physician is the most conscious of the limitations of 
his art....... In our anxiety to be homoeopaths, we must not forget to 
be physicians; in our zeal to worship Hahnemann, we must not cease 
to worship truth, wherever found”. 

And truth is the scientific knowledge—truth is the law of nature. 
To know the laws and designs of Nature'and to apply them judiciously 
for curative or any other useful purpose is the aim of all true 
scientists. 

Nature cannot be commanded except by being obeyed. Let us 
learn the laws of nature and we shall be her masters. Whenever 
something apparently unnatural or absurd comes to our attention, we 
wonder and call it an accident, coincidence or unnatural episode, but 
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in fact it is not so, it happened because it was natural; we presume 
it as unnatural or absurd only because of our own ignorance, only 
because we yet do not know the nature’s law of operation behind it, 
because we cannot understand the how and why. 

“Soul & mind are evolved with the body, grow with its growth, 
ail with its ailments, and die withits death. Nothing exists but 
atoms, space and law. And so law is eternal. And there must be 
some fundamental laws governing all science. But the pursuit of 
a science in one particular branch alone is likely to make us dogma- 
tic and so we accuse our allopathic brethren of being dogmatic— 
of ignoring the whole patient, soul, mind and entire body when 
they try to treat the local manifestations of a sick person as diseased 
parts—as specialists in, skin, eyes, ENT, chest andso on. This is 
why we call them dogmatic when they refuse to learn the homoeo- 
pathic law of nature in respect of human sickness, and effects of 
various medicines in minute doses on human body and mind. 

And it is because of their dogmatic approach when they work 
as chemists to find an anti-biotic they pay less attention to the whole 
patient, the toxic effects and remote ill effects of such drugs, surgi- 
cal or anaesthetic shocks or X’ray exposures, or Radium etc. This 
is why when they devote undue attention to, Anatomy, Physiology, 
Surgery and Pathology; they pay less attention to medicine and the 
possibilities of medicines, and lose sight of the great powers of 
common medicinal agents on human mind and body as a whole. 

This is why they carry on with emperical drugging and changing 
opinions and fashions of treatment without caring to learn or dis- 
cover the basic causes of sickness and fundamental law of cures. 


This is why the ‘modern’ medical science is the only science 
without any philosophy, fundamental laws or principles. 

All must realise that “Science by itself is not enough : there 
must be a force and discipline outside the sciences to co-ordinate 
them and point them to a goal”. 


“What science needs is philosophy, the analysis of scientific 
method, and the co-ordination of scientific purposes and results; 
without this any science must be superficial”. This is why the 


results of allopathic treatments are often only superficial or 
palliative. 


“Science which is the organisation of knowledge must itself be 
organised”, 
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“Knowledge that does not generate achievement isa pale and 
bloodless thing unworthy of mankind”. : 

So what I pray is that let us also not fall prey to dotuietion, 
The fundamental laws of Homoeopathy have been well tried, applied 
and proved again and again for rhe last 160 years and there cannot 
be any dispute over that. Those who condemn them today for 
their own ignorance without proper trial are themselves the suf- 
ferers and losers. But let us not fight with anybody, let us preach 
the laws of nature or the truth as much as known to us and prove 
it by cures of sick persons. The readers who care will gradually 
learn and benefit from exchange of knowledge and experience. 

Homoeopathy has a sound philosophy behind the science with 
fundamental laws of cure, co-ordinating the knowledge of the body, 
mind, soul, vital force etc. in health and sickness and the causes of 
diseases and effect of drugs and their actions and reactions in 
various forms. 

Let us go ahead and seek further if we meet with such truth 
which may be co-ordinated with our science and art of Homoeopathy 
for the purpose of the highest ideal of curing the sick by “rapid, 
gentle, and permanent restoration of health by removal and anihilla- 
tion of the disease in its whole extent, in the shortest, most reliable 
and most harmless way, on easily comprehensible principles”. 

Hahnemann has referred tothe curative effects of magnetism, 
mineral magnets, electricity, galvanism, mesmerism, baths etc. and 
has said that they are also homoeopathic ( § 286 to 291 Organon 6th 
edition) or act as palliative or partly as homoeopathic serviceable 
aid etc. 

Thus he opened a way for his followers to go deeper and further 
in the study of these subjects for their systematic and scientific 
application, if possible and such other aids which may prove benefi- 
cial or helpful to achieve our end of ideal cure. 

Many of the readers must have heard and seen some instances of 
faith cure, which is neither magic nor illusion. This also works with 
a law of nature but it might need more systematic study and practice 
to apply the law effectively for rapid, gentle and permanent cure. 

I have seen some country folk curing appendicitis, colic, liver, 
dropsy, squint, rheumatism etc.; by some gentle notes on the veins 
at the joints; and the cureis rapid, gentle, permanent and must be 
according to some law of nature which is not easily comprehensible 
to us because we do not and did not care to investigate. 
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One Dr. Saxena, recently demonstrated to us that some of the 
plants and roots have some power of radiation with their own peculiar 
virtues, so that the same may influence the sick person so favourably 
if properly applied-even from a distance of several feet, that the 
patient immediately gets relief from his pains and his sobs and cries 
turn into smiles within a fraction of a second. 

He claims to have recognised such radiant powers of some 13 
plants with their peculiar virtues to influence some diseased condi- 
tions. He claims that such radiation of some of these plants if 
exhibited from a distance of some feet or even several miles, can cure 
acute pains, high fevers of almost all types. He says that even some 
cases of blindness, deafness, paralysis etc. can also be cured with conti- 
nued treatment for a short period but not from great distance. 

He has promised to write a scientific paper on this subject for 
the pages of the TORCH, which you may soon have the opportunity 
to read. 

Out of these 13 plants, he told us, Achyrantes Aspera (3941 or 
MIT) is one, which, if exhibited to the patient from a distance, and 
twisted in particular manner, can relieve the patient of various pains 
and fevers almost instantaneously. We know the various Homoeo- 
pathic uses of Achyrantes and we know that by the law of nature 
the homoeopathic medicines work in infinitesimal doses; hence it 
should not be difficult for us to believe that such powerful drugs may 
act by radiation from a distance. 

We also know that some sensitive persons are allergic to some 
plants so that they develop physical & mental symptoms even if they 
pass from near those plants. Some plants like Rhus Tox affect 
almost every body more or less even from distance. 

We shall welcome articles from our readers on such subjects so 
that we may incorporate such knowledge within the scope of 
Homoeopathy, particularly if we find such applications as useful 
auxiliary measures in affecting rapid, gentle and permanent cure, in 
a most harmless manner, and on easily comprehensible principles. 

Dr. Margaret Tyler in her Drug Pictures has advocated various 
uses of Abrotanum and the beneficial curative effects of black umb- 
rella in cases suffering from the baneful effects of Aluminium 
radiation. 

Hence, I believe that our readers may welcome our broad mind- 
ed outlook with pleasure. 
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RADIATION SICKNESS AND ITS TREATMENT 
By 
Dr. Bankim Chandra Chatterjee, Bhatpara, West Bengal. 


Preliminary Report of the International Medical Commission of 
the Effect on Human Health of Atomic and Hydrogen Bomb Explo- 
sion in Japan, June, 1955 says that the story of the atomic bomb 
explosions over Hirosima and Nagasaki in early August, 1945 has 
passed into history. Since then other atomic bombs have been ex- 
ploded experimentally and the development of the much more power- 
ful thermonuclear hydrogen bomb has led to further experimental 
explosions, particularly at Bikini. The first explosion there took 
place in March 1954. It is sad to write here that our International 
experts say that there is no Specific Therapy for radiation sickness. 
Treatment is symptomatic and includes the use of Blood Transfu- 
sions, Anti-biotics, Rest and Good Nutrition. Drugs to hasten the 
excretion of radioactive material are being studied in animals but as 
yet no satisfactory compound has been found. 

Our scientists and leaders can discuss more than thousand times 
for ban on NUCLEAR TESTS—but not the advantages of homoeo- 
pathy. In a number of ways it is definitely superior to other systems of 
medicine which is being proved daily through the clinical experience 
of the homoeopathic physicians and of which the patients who are 
receiving homoeopathic treatment are the best witness. Almost each 
of them has a story of his own to tell; it is interesting, impressive and 
revealing. On our part, we consider this question as a challenge to 
our present-day scientists, who, we think, with their advance scientific 
knowledge of the ATOM should be able to unmask this mystery 
which was revealed tothe world more than a century ago by the 
great Hahnemann, the founder of Homoeopathy. 

Dr. Hahnemann for the first time in medical history, also in higher 
physics, postulated that the vitality in organism and “hidden, slumber- 
ing, dynamic energy” in ordinary matter (both organic or inorganic) 
is responsible for serious activity called health and disease. 

Homoeopathic drugs by the process of potentisation, break 
up into molecules & atoms, electrons and protons into Nu- 
clear energy. This dynamic force becomes more powerful than its 
larger crude portion and so the doctrine of potentisation is “the 
smaller the thing, the more powerful it is”. 

According to the International source the symptoms of radiation 
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sickness depend largely upon the amount of radiation received and 
this varies mainly with distance of the individual from the point of 
the explosion, his degree of shelter and the duration of his exposure. 
Cases of severe and even fatal radiation disease, due to contamina- 
tion of the ground from fission products and radioactivity in build- 
ings, also occurred among rescue workers. In fully developed cases 
prodromal symptoms such as malaise, lassitude, anorexia, thirst, 
nausea, vomiting, diarrhoea and fever were frequently followed by a 
period of latency. 


Material destruction was caused mainly by the terrific air blast 
and the intense heat flash of some 6000° centigrade at ground level 
followed in both cities by secondary fires. Haemorrhagic symptoms 
such as skin petechiae, haematemesis, haemoptysis and haematuria 
appeared. Stomatitis, gingivitis and pharyngitis, frequently necrosis 
also appeared, as well as bloody diarrhoea from intestinal ulceration. 
These changes were associated with a severe depression of the blood 
leucocyte count. Ifthe patient lives long enough marked epilation 
commenced usually in the second or third week. Rapidly fatal cases 
died before haemorrhagic or ulcerative changes developed. In mild- 
ly affected cases symptoms could be delayed for weeks, and were 
often confined to bloody diarrhoea, vomiting and epilation. 

Many had doubts of vomiting, fever, diarrhoea, vertigo, visual 
disturbances and other symptoms. Hair growth usually returned. 
Impotence and amenorrhoea were usual and sterility due to atrophy 
of spermatogenic structure was frequent. Pregnant women frequ- 
ently suffered miscarriage, premature and still-births were common 
and there were malformations among the children born alive. 

Our homoeopathic drug provers offer us two homoeopathic 
remedies for the treatment of Radiation Sickness; one is 
“PHOSPHORUS” —when ordinary Phosphorus is heated to 
250°C (482°F) for many hours in an atmcsphere not containing 
Oxygen, it is converted into a chocolate-red powder, whose 
properties differ in a remarkable manner from those of the element 
in its ordinary state. It no longer oxidizes in the air, it has no 
odour, is not soluble in the ordinary solvents of Phosphorus, and 
it isnot poisonous. Its specific gravity is 2.14. When heated to 
260°C (500°F) it is reconverted into the common Phosphorus, and if 
the heating be done in the air, of course, it then inflames, (See :— 
American Homoeopathic Pharmacopoea, Ninth Edition, Page 366) 
and the other is its ally “STRONTIANA CARBONICA” which is 
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also a good antidote to all forms of radiation. It is more interesting 
to write here that Potentised Phosphorus is more powerful than 
ordinary one. 


Although any indicated homceopathic medicine, if applied on 
the homeeopathic principles, may prove useful, a trial and experi- 
ment ona research basis may be started with these medicines in 
potentised forms, under the guidance of experienced homceopathic 
practitioners. 


Shall we find in death the signs to lead us back to life or our 
mankind would gain much by the use of Homoeopathy? Let us find 
in the activity of disorders, through the abnormal sensation of the 
sick, similar pictures pertaining to our remedial personalities, that we 
may have the two run counter within the realm of life, or the sphere 
of immateriality, that the Law of Similars be illustrated, the name of 
Hahnemann honoured, and the name of God praised.

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THE ALLERGIC PHENOMENON IN HOMOEOPATHY

In the fourth century before our era, Hippocrates laid down his 
law of similars. This law consists of two parts. The first part 
concerns disease only and says: “Diseases are produced by similars”, 
The second part relates to treatment only and says: “By similars, 
when administered, diseases are cured in the sick.” 

The first half of this law, though no less important than the 
second half, sank into complete oblivion after Hippocrates. Through 
the 23 centuries following, no medical writer mentions it, evidently 
because no one has understood it. 

The second half, the law of cure, on the contrary, has been 
followed and applied in the centuries following the Roman physi- 
cian, Galen notwithstanding. The early Christian church fathers, 
many of whom practised medicine, preferred it, and Paracelsus in 
the 16th century, defended it ardently and was a passionate enemy 
of the contraria contraris principle. 

In the 19th century came Hahnemann and the brilliant develop- 
ment of modern Homoeopathy. ; 

In 1902 a momentous event occurred, unwittingly confirming 
the disease principle of Hippocrates. In that year the French physio- 
logist, Charles Richet, injected the toxic substance of a jellyfish 
into dogs and, to his surprise, found that the same substance which 
proved innocuous on the first injection, proved severely toxic, even 
lethal on re-injection after an interval of several days. This was a 
lucky hit. Seldom has a physiological experiment had more far- 
reaching consequences. This experiment started an entirely new 
field of medical research and a new branch of medical practice. To 
us homoeopaths it is important because it explains the first half of 
the Hippocratic law of similars. 

Richet called this phenomenon anaphylaxis; but in 1906 Baron 
Von Pirquet objected to this term and introduced the term allergy 
as allegedly more descriptive of the altered reactivity. 

. Neither Richet nor Pirquet, however, were aware of the fact 
that this phenomenon was known to Hippocrates. 


In 1940, William E. Boyd, a Glasgow homoeopath and electro- 
physicist, explained Homoeopathy by his theory of wave mechanics, 
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that ison a biophysical basis. He was not aware that in so doing 
he automatically explained also the phenomenon of allergy. 

According to this brilliant theory used as a working hypothesis, 
the homoeopathic cure is a matter of interference between the 
vibrations of the sick and the vibrations of the drug. Also the 
allergic disease is a matter of interference between the vibrations of 
the allergic individual and those of the allergen. In order to obtain 
the allergic response of the allergic sickness, the two inter-acting 
waves must have the same length no matter how different or similar 
they otherwise may be. In order to obtain the homoeopathic 
response, that isthe homoeopathic cure, the two waves must be 
only slightly different in length but similar in all other respects. 

It is obvious that waves of identical length will increase each 
other, both in their beginning and in their continuation as well, and 
it is just as obvious that waves of slightly different length will 
increase each other in the beginning and as long as the crests of the 
one coincide with those of the other and the troughs of the one with 
those of the other but annihilate each other as soon as the crests of 
the one oppose the troughs of the other. In other words, in allergy 
the oscillations of the two waves remain in step all the time, there- 
fore increase each other all the time and so produce the disease. It is 
exactly that which Hippocrates states in the first part of his law of 
similars. 

In Homoeopathy, the two waves of slightly different length cover 
each other and consequently intensify each other for ashort time in 
the beginning, but soon get out of step and annihilate each other. The 
disease is thus destroyed as stated by Hippocrates in the second half 
of hislaw. The close relationship of the two sciences, Homoeopathy 
and allergy, can thus be visualised. 

The theory of wave mechanic greatly facilitates our insight into 
these problems. It is, however, far from any full explanation of the 
mysteries that puzzle us in allergy as well asin Homoeopathy. This 
theory does not explain the phenomenon of sensitization or hyper- 
sensitiveness. Hahnemann was fully congnizant of the oversensi- 
tiveness of the sick and based the whole structure of Homoeopathy 
on this phenomenon, but he never attempted to explain it, and 
probably there will never be any explanation. One hundred years 
after Hahnemann, and independently from him, the allergists also 
established the existence of this phenomenon, calling it sensitization, 
and built the science of allergy on it and likewise have never tried 
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to explain it. If for the lack of this explanation Homoeopathy is 
unscientific, then allergy is no less unscientific. Hostile critics of 
Homoeopathy must be reminded of that. Besides, is not almost 
every science based on some facts that cannot be explained? Looka 
little into the new nuclear science. 

How does this over-sensitiveness come about ? Our observation 
is this: in allergy the two interacting waves are extremely weak, their 
oscillations extremely small, in fact infinitesimal. Separately they 
produce no perceptible effect on our bodies nor on our senses. The 
wave of the receiving host, though evidently a morbid wave, is so 
weak that it does not make the individual appear sick. Quite as 
weak is the wave of the allergen as it does not affect anybody else in 
the least, except che individual who happens to oscillate with a wave 
of the same length. 

Logically, we would reason that the addition of these two infini- 
tesimal imperceptible waves would give a resultant wave which 
would be just as infinitesimal and imperceptible. But here our rea- 
soning, no matter how logical, does not hold true. The resultant 
wave is many million times more powerful than either of the com- 
ponent waves. For its performance it usurps the largest part of the 
life force of the body, sometimes even all of it, and makes the indivi- 
dual very sick or even kills him. 

This totally unexplainable, unlimited response is another mystery 
of nature and is at the root of every allergic reaction. It is an un- 
deniable fact, and we are not unscientific if we cannot explain it. It 
entails and requires an enormous expenditure of the life force, always 
to the detriment of the vegetative functions which are drawn upon. 

In order to make this process more easily understood, I shall put 
it this way: the individual encumbered by some allergies may enjoy 
perfect physical efficiency but he is not perfectly healthy neverthe- 
less. On the contrary, he is permanently impregnated by some toxic 
vibration, however slight, and is potentially sick. If to this vibration 
of his, another similar vibration but of the same wave length in the 
form of a similar toxin is added, and if at the same time enough life 
force is available in the system, then this unlimited response is 
suddenly awakened and a real, perceptible, incapacitating disease 
ensues; in other words disease is produced by similars just as Hippo- 
crates asserts. Recognition is growing recently among the allopaths 
that excepting massive poisonings, all acute diseases and many chronic 
ones are caused by this allergic interaction of toxins. This is logical, 
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as only this unlimited response can work such sudden havoc as we see 
in acute diseases. 

In order to show that this interaction of toxic effects is dynamic 
and not chemical, we can exemplify by the Rhus allergy. A person 
not allergic to Rhus can crush its leaves between the fingers, can 
even eat it, and nothing will happen. A person sensitive to it need 
not touch it, need not even get close to it, but breaks out ina grave 
dermatitis even at a distance of 1,000 feet. It is evident that at such 
a distance no material amount of the plant can hover in the atmos- 
phere. The affecting force is its radiation or energy, comparable to 
the high potencies of Homoeopathy. Allergens of all other plants, 
as well as those of animal and mineral origin act in these infinitesi- 
mal doses. 

In Homoeopathy, we take advantage of this same mysterious 
phenomenon of unlimited response when we prescribe our simillimum, 
only the final effect is different. The effect is different, not because 
of any difference in the power of the response, but because of the 
difference in the interaction of the waves. It was said before that, 
as long as the two waves oscillate in step and crests cover crests 
and troughs cover troughs, we obtain the initial allergic effect. As 
soon as the crests start to oppose the troughs, the waves destroy each 
other and we obtain the homoeopathic cure. 

We have every reason to believe that the same amount of vital 
energy is used for their mutual destruction as for their initial allergic 
reaction. Both times this energy is usurped from the vegetative func- 
tions of the body. It is now obvious that in homoeopathic treatment 
the best procedure is the one which makes the medical wave just as 
strong as necessary to annihilate the disease wave and not stronger. 
Even without the help of Boyd’s theory, Hahnemann’s insight into 
these processes was so deep that he laid great stress onthe proper 
dosage and constantly admonished us to use small doses so as not 
to deflect too much vital energy from the vital organs and so cause a 
weakening reaction. 


His usual dose was one pellet of the vehicle containing the 
potentized remedy and not bigger than a poppy seed. To his weak 
patients he gave still smaller doses by dissolving one pellet in a half 
pint of water and administering one teaspoonful of it, or only a 
fraction of a teaspoonful. He also let his patients inhale the radia- 
tions emanating from one pellet of the remedy. 

I have tried out this method of smaller than a poppy-seed dose, 
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that is one pellet dissolved in a half pint of water and only one tea- 
spoonful of this administered and the inhalation method. I have 
found them not only just as effective as larger doses, but more satis- 
factory because of the avoidance of the subsequent strain and harm 
to the life force. I have found that opening a remedy bottle and 
inhaling the radiations of the remedy with deep inhalation, is much 
too powerful a dose in sensitive patients, and Hahnemann’s one 
pellet inhalation is far superior. In prolonged treatments of chronic 
patients this soon becomes apparent to the watchful prescriber. 

I admit that this is fantastic. The question is not how fantastic 
it is, but howtrue it is. It is true, and Hahnemann was right. 
Homoeopathy being a form of allergy, and everything about allergy 
being fantastic, it is natural and obvious that Homoeopathy must 
be fantastic. Isn't it fantastic to break with an attack if he steps 
into a house where a cat happens to live. Many thousands of simi- 
lar fantastic allergic phenomena are seen by doctors every day and 
all this is taken for granted. No one sees anything extraordinary in 
them, just phenomena of nature. 

Nor is this phenomenon of unlimited response something unus- 
ual and confined only to sick individuals. In nature for the infini- 
tesimal to meet the infinite is not the exception, but the rule. 
Nature offers us countless examples of infinite sensitiveness just 
as fantastic as those of Homoeopathy and allergy, not only in sick 
but in healthy creatures as well. For more information on this 
subject you need only to read the wonderful book of George 
Lakhovsky entitled The Secret of Life. 

Two examples from this book. 

How does a carrier pigeon know how to find its dove-cote after 
having flown a few hundred miles ? 

Then, how do migrating birds, which fly in a straight line day 
and night across the seas towards a definite destination that they 
connot see because of the curvature of the earth’s surface, know 
their direction and destination? They emigrate to feed on insects 
that they can no longer find in our latitude at the approach of the 
winter. The explanation is that the insects emit special radiations 
on which the cells of the birds are tuned in and which give the sense 
of direction to the birds often at a distance of several thousand 
miles. Truly, the sensitiveness of these birds defies all imagination 
as the waves of the insects cannot be larger than those of the highest 
homoeopathic potencies. 
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Lakhovsky convinces us that this broadcasting and receiving 
radiant energy in infinitesimal doses is an integral part of animal 
and insect life. Also the microbes radiate and receive energy. It is 
not by the production of chemical poisons that the microbes harm 
us but by their radiation. The new science of radiobiology is study- 
ing these problems at present and let us hope that the time is not far 
off when it will investigate Hahnemann’s discoveries and confirm 
their validity. 

While in allergy we have two component infinitesimal waves, 
which by their interacting give a powerful resultant wave, in Homo- 
eopathy the patient’s wave is not infinitesimal since it is perceptible 
and the patient feels his sickness. The medicinal wave, however, 
must be kept as infinitesimal as possible so that the resultant wave 
may not get too violent and become uncontrollable. The resultant 
wave is always infinitely stronger than the disease wave which is 
always limited, so there is no fear that the disease wave will not be 
destroyed as soon as the crests begin to oppose the troughs. No 
matter how infinitesimal the medicinal wave is, and no matter how 
strong the disease wave, the resultant wave is always so enormous, 
we may say almost infinitely strong, that it always destroys the 
limited disease wave provided there is enough vital force left in the 
system that is drawn upon for the purpose of this performance. 

It is plain that in order to cure grave, acute and deep-seated 
chronic diseases, powerful and very specific forces must be mobilized 
in the kody. No other force except the unlimited response can be 
strong enough and specific enough for this purpose. Homoeopathy is 
the science which has discovered and now possesses forces with which 
to awaken the specific powers strong enough to cure these. diseases. 
Allopathy which does not possess any such strong nor specific forces, 
is therefore incapable of curing any serious disease. 

In order to be just, we must say that Homoeopathy is not the 
only science that studies the means and ways with whichto arouse 
the unlimited response. The Chinese Acupunture, the American 
Zone Therapy of Dr. Fitzgerald, and the German Neural Therapy of 
Ferdinand Huneke apply this principle in their practice, though in 
another way. By stimulation of exactly determined locations of 
the body they arouse the life force to immediate powerful therapeu- 
tic action. Huneke is well aware of the forms of this action, but 
is more struck by its speed than by its power, and for that reason 
calls it “Szkundenphaenomen.” He and other Germans have made

great efforts to explainthis Sekundenphaenomen with the assump- 
tion of a thrust into the vegetativam of the system, then with 
different electrophysiological theories and with quantum jumps of 
the nuclear physics, All these explanations are anything but satis- 
factory. 

In comparison to this, it is astounding how closely Hahnemann 
appraised the power of the homoeopathic remedy. In paragraph 
279 of the Organon he says : 

The dose of the homoeopathically selected and highly poten- 
tized remedy for the beginning of treatment of an important, 
especially chronic disease,can never be prepared so small that it 
shall not be stronger than the natural disease and shall not be able 
to overpower it, at least in part and extinguish it from the sensation 
of the principle of life and thus make a beginning of a cure. 

This statement of Hahnemann is printed in the Organon in 
extended type showing the great importance Hahnemann attached 
to it. The English translator of the Organon left this paragraph in 
cursive type, thus proving that he did not grasp its enormous signi- 
ficance. In the new French translation of the Organon by Dr. 
Pierre Schmidt, our eminent guest, this passage is not only printed 
in enlarged type but its contents are still more emphasized by a 
number of clever synonyms not found in the original. 

This is proof enough that Hahnemann attributed tremendous 
importance not only to the potentization, but also to the smallness 
of the vehicle carrying the potency. So when he speaks of the 
smallness of the dose, he always means the smallness of the vehicle, 
be it sugar, water or inhalation which last he called olfaction. 

In some sixty passsages of his Organon he speaks of this 
smallness but no one seems to have been impressed. It is pitiful to 
look back and to observe how shamefully he was misunderstood on 

potentization, on the repetition of the dose and most of all on the 
size of the dose. 

As to the size of the dose, it seems that in 160 years no one 
has followed him. Kent who studied Hahnemann’s Organon more 
thoroughly than anybody else, and who often speaks with emphasis 
of the dreadful power of high potencies when improperly applied, 
nowhere mentions the smaller-than poppy-seed dose. It looks as 
if he, too, had suffered from fear that the public would mis-under- 
stand him. 

Not having found anywhere in the homoeopathic literature the 
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confirmation of the smallness of the dose of the Organon,I have 
been under the impression for many years that it does not make 
much difference whether one or ten or a hundred pellets are admi- 
nistered in one dose, just as it does not make any difference whether 
we use one or ten or more matches to lighta fire. Dr. Boyd’s 
theory of wave machanics made me study the matter more deeply 
and gradually led me to a better understanding of the Organon. 


It would be good forthe reputation and success of Homoeo- 
pathy, if those who use large bottles filled with big tablets and 
administer them in frequent repetition would start to study the 
Organon. Also, we have had enough of the un-homoeopathic com- 
bination remedies and weshould instruct the lay public using 
self-medication that in the long run only harm ensues out of such 
Homoeopathy. 


On the little page of his Organon we read Hahnemann’s motto : 
“Aude sapere,” which means have courage to tell what you know. 
In the face of a continuous avalanche of unjust accusations, ridicule 
and insults, it was courage that he needed most. It is a wonder 
that, under the impact of so much humiliation he could have 
strength to continue his work for suffering humanity. Studying 
Homoeopathy in conjunction with allergy, you will come to the 
conclusion that Hahnemann was right in everything he advised us 
and that all the re-proaches thrown at him were based on ignorance, 
presumption and lack of investigation.

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THE MIRAGE OF MEDICAL ADVANCE

The common man is made to believe that the “modern” medical 
science has made ‘great advances’ and ‘tremendous progress’ during 
the last 150 years. 

Let us face the facts and let us examine what advances and how 
much progress the ‘modern medical science’ has made and how much 
success has been achieved in curing the ailments of the sick huma- 
nity, and what actually is the contribution of the ‘modern medical 
science’ to that end. 

If an unprejudiced assessment is made one would be painfully 
surprised to discover that :— 

(1) Although there has been atrain of new thoughts, theories 
and ideas with new approaches to the causes of diseases and in the 
experiment of various medicines, nothing has yet been finally estab- 
lished as the undisputed causes and certain cures of diseases or dis- 
eased persons. 

(2) The percentage of cures and failures also remains the same 
as it was 150 years back. For example :— 

(a) In syphillis while Mercury, Arsenic, Sulpha drugs had their 
share of cures & failures, the Antibiotics now have alsothe same 
share of failures & cures with almost similar complications of toxic 
effects and the risk of allergic reactions. 

(b) Same can be said of the Sulpha & Penicillin in Pneumonia, 
Chloromycetin in Typhoid, Streptomycin in T. B. and even quinine 
in malaria, Emetin in dysentery and so on. 

(c) Whereas 150 years ago, some used to survive the practice of 
blood letting, leeching etc., now some still die inspite of blood trans- 
fusion or suffer otherwise from various after effects. 

(d) The microscope, the X’ray plant and the other apparatus of 
the laboratory are the contributions of physicists and the tests of 
various human secretions or the end products of diseased conditions 
isa part of analytical chemistry, and although the science of physics 
& chemistry have indeed made some progress, the science of curative 
medicine inspite of auxiliary aids from these branches of science has 
not yet been able to promise a better cure of diseases. 

(e) The chemists have contributed the refined forms of the 
crude narcotics and anaesthetics; but inspite of these the modern 
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medicines could not yet promise any better percentage of radical 
cures. 

(3) Admitting the failure in the field of curative medicines, 
some take shelter under the supposed advances in pathology, surgery, 
antiseptics, electrotherapy and so on. But in fact here also the posi- 
tion is the same so far as cures are concerned. 

The skilful surgical art has indeed achieved new heights but the 
results of these skilful surgical feats towards the cure of diseases is 
still a disputed question. 

There are eminent surgeons, who after having performed num- 
erous tonsilectomy, appendectomy, cancer operations, amputations, 
tumour operation, etc. still doubt the curative value of such opera- 
tions and have unambiguously said that perhaps these operations may 
remove some diseased organs or diseased parts of the human body, 
but they do not cure the diseased person as a whole and perhaps they 
only mutilate the body without touching the source of the disease. 

There are numerous cases where the digestive system is disturbed 
after the removal of appendix or tonsils and also sore-throats and 
catarrh take a more chronic form. Recurrence of hernia, stones, 
tumours, sinus, gangrene etc. are quite often seen, even after 
surgical operations. 

The daily news papers still bear reports of deaths due to cho- 
lera, Smallpox, meningitis, Jaundice, gastro-enteritis and so on. 

Inspite of the best antiseptic measures in the hospitals cases of 
puerperal septicemea are still quite common. Inspite of the anti- 
tetanus serums, there has been quite a large number of deaths due to 
Tetanus in Delhi itself : vide Delhi Hindustan Standard dated 13.8.60, 
Hindustan Times dated 15.8.60. 

Whereas some epidemic diseases are claimed to have been con- 
trolled, some new diseases have developed with greater sufferings to 
mankind such as mental derangement, Polio, Tuberculosis; Cancer, 
Diabetes, Hypertention, allergies, which were much less common 
even 50 years back. 

Besides what has been pointed out by Mr. Baburao Patel in 
his Editorial on “Mass Murders by Allopathy” in the January, 60 
issue of FILMINDIA, we beg to draw the attention of the readers 
to two very recent books of American publications, by two eminent 
scientists of today. ‘ 

“These two works are : “Mirage of Health” by Rene Dubos pub- 
lished by Harper, New York, November, 1959. Dubos is the famous 
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Director of the Rockfeller Medical Research Centre in America. 
The other book is by E. D. Speransky of the Department of Patho- 
physiology of All Union Institute of Experimental Medicines of 
Moscow published by International Publishers, New York, 1949. 
Neither of these books, though fundamental and indispensable for 
assessment of the present status of our medical. sciences, has been 
available in India and therefore not studied by the medical services 
and Ministries in India. But it is important that these new assess- 
ments of problems of the medicine should be studied in India. The 
reason is that the present organisation of Medicine, medical services 
and approach tothe problem of medicine are not only antiquated, 
and ineffective but is also wasteful in men, money and material. 
Surely modern plans for the building up of India connot be achieved 
with obsolete forms. 

For instance, Dubos says that even today there is still no. really 
valid scientific theory of drug dction in modern medicine. This is 
very disappointing when we consider that Modern Pharmacology has 
been existing for over two hundred years: produced over one million 
patent drugs with highly complex chemical constituents and as any 
standard text book of modern medicine will reveal. that practically 
no disease beginning from the common cold to that rapidly increasing 
groups of chronic diseases whose etiology is becoming more and more 
obscure, as pointed out by E. P. Boas in his book “Chronic disease, 
the new height plague”, finds as yet any satisfactory treatment. 

Similarly, Speransky, a hard headed researcher in Patho-Physio- 
logy, says “The theorist still has his task to perform. Medicine as 
yet has no theory—the genuinely scientific study of medical theory 
began only recently’” During the post-war history of medicine every 
one has an experience, a certain dissatisfaction and weariness in the 
face of verbal misty reason, a disillusionment in wealth consisting of 
unreal values. The medicine of Vircho, Pasteur and Ehrlich is ap- 
proaching exhaustion and cannot cope with the contradictions that 
have arisen. Along with this part that is firmly based there has been 
accumulated much that is unsuccessful, doubtful, and parodoxical. 
All these doubts are also based on the observation of facts. To call 
these facts exception is merely to close one’s eyes to reality, to dismiss 
the question. . 

But yet it is not.true to say that medical science has not made 
any progress. The tragedy is that the modern medical scientists are so 
dogmatic that they do not want to share even scientific knowledge. 
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In fact human knowledge about diseases, their peculiar nature 
and their cures, has been much enriched by the principles of Ho- 
moeopathy as expounded by Dr. Samuel Hahnemann and his learned 
successors. The reforms in hospitalisation, hygiene, sanitation were 
first suggested by Hahnemann and he gave us the knowledge about 
the hidden treasure of the natural laws of cure. But it isa tragedy 
that the dogmatism of the ‘modern’ medical workers did not and does 
not care to heed his teachings based on scientific grounds. If only 
they would examine the theoretical and practical aspects of Homoeo- 
pathic principles they would find convincing answersto many of 
their baffling medical problems. 

We, therefore, invite our brethren in the other camp of ‘modern’ 
medical science to examine with earnest sincerity of a research 
scholar what homoeopathy has to offer. 

Superficial observation with contempt without due consideration 
of facts would not serve the cause of science in any case. 

It is high time now to realise that the approach to the diseases of 


living beings through the pathological analysis in the laboratory, 


usually diverts the attention from the life force and the composite 
whole of the human being, soul, mind and body. 

It is high time now to realise that the search of a cure on mass 
scale may always prove chasing the mirage unless a proper approach 
is made towards the oasis of the curative laws of nature as offered by 
Homoeopathy.

Nervous System. 


Frequent vertigo, followed by: nervousness, inner jitteriness; 
a tendency to stumble, motor restlessness tiredness, feeling wornout, 
unsureness and stiffness of the limbs. Mistakes in speaking and 
writing. Forgetfulness. Loss of memory. A-pulling sensation in the 
sciatic nerve. Pain in the ulnar nerve. Itching like flea-bites. Tingl- 
ing in the feet. 
Peculiar Symptoms. 


Feels light, as if floating. As if under the influence of alcohol. 
When placing things in low places, he put his arm higher than he 
had intended to do. When trying to take hold of a drinking cup, 
he pushed it over with the back of his hand. 

Sleep and Dreams. 


Late falling asleep, Early waking. Sleep is not deep enough. 
Poor sleep inspite of exhaustion. Feels beaten-up in spite of good 
sleep. Sees strange figures upon falling asleep. Vivid, restless 
dreams of wartime air attacks, or of difficult bicycling. Wakes early 
in the morning. After falling asleep again, can reawaken only with 
difficulty. Hard to rouse in the morning. 


Later after effects: Deep sleep. Falls asleep at once with his

clothes still on in spite of several cups of coffee. Relatively alert in 
spite of sleepiness. 


Skin. 

Itching and tickling (once worse on the right side). Increased 
perspiration. A scrotal eczema improved (questionable whether 
this is a proving effect). 


Head. 

The greatest number of symptoms were shown in the head. 
Fifteen of the 17 provers developed headaches, some very strong. 
Pains were usually in the forehead, temples, and vertex. Occasionally 
they were in the whole head. Pains were dull and pressing, with a 
feeling of being dazed. Frequently, also, they were congestive, beating 
pulsating and hammering. Aggravated by bending forward, warmth 
and mental activity. Ameliorated by pressure, lying quietly and 
motion in the open air. A feeling as though the head would burst. 
A feeling of hollowness and emptiness. Then, again, the fullness of 
the head was associated with cold extremities. In one case, the 
headaches improved during the menses. Once the head felt parti- 
cularly clear. 

Peculiar symptoms: Feeling as though the brain were loose. 
Headache with nausea, sweating, and a feeling as though one would 
fall backward. Headache with a stiffness of the neck. 


Eyes. 

Increased pressure in the eyes. Everything is seen more clearly 
first, later things appear more hazy. Eyelids feel as if they want to 
close again in the morning after waking, without any particular 
tiredness, Lachrymation from tiredness upon rising. Very sensitive 
to light; poor accommodation. 

Ears. 

Increased sensitivity to sounds and noises. Tinnitus. The 
heartbeat is felt in the ear. (Congestive symptom). 
Nose. 

Watery catarrh. Purulent catarrh. Epistaxis. 


Face. 

Itchy redness in patches. Bluish discoloration, as if over-fatigued; 
Mouth. 

Dryness, Cracking of lips. Inside of the mouth feels as if it 
were tanned, as from too much tza. 
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Peculiar symptom: Desire for whisky. Cigarettes taste 
differently. 


‘Throat. 


Catarrh with dryness. Burning and glairy mucous. Warm 
‘drinks ameliorate. Constriction. 


‘Stomach. 

(Very marked symptoms). Nausea ameliorated by vomiting. 
Heartburn. Cutting pains ameliorated by eating. Eructations. 
Pressure sensation, like a stone in the stomach. Wakes up at 
1-3 A.M. with nausea, heartburn and sticking pains. During pain 
in the morning, ameliorated by eating. Much thirst. 

Later effect: increased appetite, ravenous hunger. 

Abdomen. 

. Intense rumbling; painful meteorism ameliorated passing odourless 
flatus or bending backwards. The pressure of the belt is unpleasant 
‘so that he has to loosen his clothes. Sensation of being distended 
like adrum. Burning in the abdomen. The symptoms are localized 
mostly in the upper abdomen, particularly on the right side (liver or 
billiary system). 

Rectum. 

'  Constrictive sensation. Ineffectual desire for stool. Sensation 
of incomplete evacuation. Anal itching and burning. Sticking pain. 
Bleeding hemorrhoids, bright red. Constipation and diarrhoea 
(probably diarrhoea primary, constipation secondary). Watery pappy 
stools; offensive, foaming, explosive, spurting, voluminous, driving 
out of bed at night. Later hard, lumpy stools. 

Urinary. 

Intense desire for urination. Feeling as though the bladder 
were paralyzed while passing urine. Urine passes, but slowly upon 
pressing. Involuntary urination while coughing. 

Genitalia. 

Libido increased or decreased. Priapism.  Atonic pollutions. 
Cramp in the prostate. Menses bright red, too early, stronger than 
usual. Prolonged menstrual cramps. 

Secondary effect: menses weaker. Bleeding prolonged but 
weaker. 

Respiratory. 

Spastic cough with dyspnoea and irritation. Dry bronchitis. 
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Cough painful and barking. Burning behind the sternum. Expectora- 
tion tough, gray. yellow. (Clinicals: Bronchial asthma. E. W.) 
Heart and Circulation 

Intense effects. Palpitations. Skipping beats. Restlessness. Vib- 
ratory sensation in the heart area. Feeling of pressure and constric- 
tion. Noticeable extrasystoles and irregularity. Pluse rapid (in one 
case slowed down to 30 per minute) with a fear of dying. Pulsation in 
the chest, throat and upper abdomen. A feeling of circulatory fail- 
ure. Threatening fainting with cold perspiration on the forehead. 
Aggravated lying down. At first a rise, later a fall in blood pressure. 
Once an immediate fall to 80/50. In one prover it removed previcusly 
existing symptoms of skipping and fluttering. 
Back 

Tearing pains, worse from motion. Intense torticollis. A lumbago 
is improved during the proving. Feeling of hot coals under the right 
scapula. Feeling as though the muscles were pulled and extended 
on relaxing in bed. 


Extremities 

Extreme weakness. Heaviness. Soreness. Cramps of the calves and 
the toes. Sensation of stiffness in the legs, as in strychnine poisoning. 
Difficulty in driving a car. Feet cold, or sometimes hot and burning. 
Sensation of shortness of the flexor muscles of the thighs. 


Modalities 

Ameliorated inthe open air. Desire for motion. Rheumatic 
symptoms ameliorated by rest. Generally worse in the morning, 
better in the evening. Headache, heart symptoms and cough are 
worse lying down. Sometimes the headache is better by lying qui- 
etly. Usually headaches are worse bending forward, from warmth, 
mental exertion, tobacco smoke and excitement. Better from cold 
washing, pressure, and openair. Vertigo never while lying, worse 
tising, motion, looking sideways, moving head quickly. Tendency to 
fall backwards. Cardiac and nervous symptoms temporarily better 
by sleep. Cough worse on lying down or on entering a warm room, 
better in the open air. Meteorism better passing odourless flatus, 
bending backwards. Menstrual bleeding worse at night. Emptiness 


in the stomach worse 11 A.M. Motor restlessness worse at night. 


Premature waking at 2-6 A.M.

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TUBERCULINS

Of late I have been thinking of writing my ideas, experience 
and results about the use of various preparations of Tuberculins. 
The results given herein are after due consideration, study and 
deductions made and found out during my practice of thirty years 
and more. Any person having any doubt can refer his notions to 
me directly or by writing in the pages of the TORCH of Homoeo- 
pathy. 

History of Tuberculins dates back as far as 1638 when a pro- 
fessor of Anatomy, Robert Fludd published a treatise that sputum 
rejected from the tubercular lungs after preparation cured phthisis. 
Di. Martins, a Homoeopathic physician of Portugal residing at Rio 
used Tuberculin before 1854. In 1874 Dr. Swan the famous 
American Homoeopath prepared Tuberculin in trituration which he 
called Tuberculinum. In 1890 Dr. Burnett the renowned Homoeo- 
path of England got his Bacillinum prepared by Dr. Heath. This 
was the same product as was suggested by Professor Robert fludd. 
Dr. Martins used only in low triturations, while Dr. Burnett being 
well versed in the technique of Homoeopathic philosophy got it 
raised to 30 and Higher which he used with great success. In 1895, 
i. e. five years later Dr. Koch was applauded as having found out a 
new drug for the cure of consumption and he called it also Tuber- 
culinum. But very soon Koch’s Tuberculinum failed to demonstrate 
what was spoken of it. 

Dr. Burnett’s Bacillinum was the only survivor in the last, and 
most of the records of cure have been gathered from it. After this 
Dr. Kent got his Tuberculinum Bovinum potentised. I do not know 
of any day-book maintained by him. Most of the symptoms recorded 
in the Kent’s Materia Medica are either emperical or on that of 
Bacillinum used by Dr. Burnett. Dr. Kent has not written anything 
upon Bacillinum, because it appears from his writings that he consi- 
dered Tuberculinum Bov. or Tuberculinum (Koch) and Bacillinum 
as one and the same thing. I consider thisa mistake committed by 
this great and illustrious physician. This appears to be due to his 
enthusiasm of having discovered a new form of tuberculinum in the 
glands of the cow or due to the paucity of time he had for his 
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huge practice. But this wasa mistake anyway. See, the prepara- 
tions of Tuberculinums differ from one another and it isa crime to 
use them indiscriminately. Dr. Tylor correctly writes “It isa pity 
that there should be this confusion, and one should know what one 
is using”. 

Burnett got his Bacillinum tested clinically as well as by proving. 
It was proved by Dr. Clarke of London on himself in 30th and 100th 
dilution and he submitted a list of symptoms observed after proving. 
It was also proved at the instance of Dr. Burnett, by Dr. Boocock in 
the 30th and 200th potencies. 

Dr. Kents’ Tuberculinum Bov. has no proving practically and 
his (Kents) advice to give Tuberculinum Bovinum in 10 m, 50m, CM 
potencies two doses of each potency at long intervals has not been 
able to provide immunity to any of the individuals, rather it wrought 
havoc in cases of children. Most cases coming from the hands of 
our Homoeopaths who are not well conversant with the violent 
action of Tuber. Bov. have been found to be suffering from heart 
diseases, they had received Tuberculinum Bov. without any basis 
and if there was any basis it was used asa prophylactic. The child- 
ren who received Tuberculinum Bovinum in higher potencies as 
prophylactic were found to have developed valvular diseases of the 
heart. Ihave repeatedly found these cases in my practice. Givea 
dose of Tub. Bov. to such delicate persons and examine them after 
aday orso; you will find pulse rates increased and patients com- 
plaining of dyspnoea. The reason has been that the Tuber. Bov. 
being the product of the cow which hasa very rapid cell growth as 
compared with those of the cells of human beings, which when 
potentised and given to the sensitive organism produced a compact 
upon the vital energy and vital force gave vent to its manifestations 
inthe heart. It is very well known that the weight of a calf 3 
months old is far greater than that of a human babe of the same age. 
How one uses it without the least insult to common-sense and 
without basing it on any similarity. Dr. Boericke also writes “The 
first dose of Tub. in any difficult case is however the most weighty 
prescription. The remedy should not be given without a most 
careful cardiac examination................0..0008. specially to children and 
seniles and to young seniles. He who observes this rule will have 
fewer clinical reproaches on his conscience’. 

Dr. Roberts says, “The serum is considered by ordinary medicine 
to be potentised past all danger, homoeopathy believes that poten- 
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tisation in any or all forms means a more prompt release of power that 
may have been possible in the normal state, it then being latent”. 

There are many varieties of Tuberculinums. 

1. Bacillinum (Burnett) 2. Tuberculinum (Koch) 3. Tuber. 
Bov. (Kent) 4. Aviare 5. Residual Tuberculin of Koch 6. Serum of 
Marmoreck. 7 Tuberculin of Rosenbach 8. Tub. test. 9. Tuberculin 
of Dewey 10. Bacillary Emulsion. Of all these Bacillinum of 
Burnett is the least harmful. It can also bear repetition. It is being 
product of human similar to human tuberculosis hence useful 
in such complaints. Tuberculinum Bov. (Kent) should be used in 
glandular troubles where there is overgrowth, Aviare has proved 
most useful in the bronchopneumonia of children. Dilute serum of 
Marmoreck has not been proved but has been used on the basis of 
other Tuberculins with some success. 

Great carelessness has been done by other writers as well. Dr. 
Boericke in his Pocket manual of Homoeopathic Materia Medica 9th 
edition of 1927 writes on page 657 under heading “Dose” “Tubercu- 
linum needs more frequent repetition in children’s complaint than 
mostly every other chronic remedy’ and quotes Dr. F. Woods as 
authority. Dr. F. Woods has never been seen using Tuberculinum. 
He has used Tub. Bov. and writes that it is indicated in any ‘Tubercu- 
lar disease of any part except in lungs. My statement made above 
that Tub. Bov. is seldom indicated in other diseases than in glands 
is corroborated by his writings. Tuber. Bov. is very sharp in its 
action being a product of lower animal. I have noted it with 
great regret that even most of our good writers do not write which 
preparation they are using when reporting cases. Dr. Shephered in 
her “Magic of the Minimum doses” has used it in the 30th potency. 
Though low here it has been used with discrimination. 

Dr. N. M. Choudhry of Calcutta has dealt Tuberculinum and 
Bacillinum as one. Dr. F. Woods when writing upon Tub. Bov. for 
ring-worms says that Bacillinum may prove better. How different 
things obtained and prepared from different sources can be identical 
and the same? They differ much. Here he admits the difference 
between these two drugs. Tuberculinum Bov. though applauded 
even these days is not a remedy for consumption; while most of our 
Homoeopaths are using it left and right. Our illustrious Homoeopath 
Dr. Cowperthwaite in his Text Book of Materia Medica writes 
“We have a few unsatisfactory, fragmentary provings made with ex- 
tremely high potencies, and are obliged to depend entirely upon 
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clinical indications in the use of the remedy. It is therefore im- 
possible to individualize each case as is desirable in Homoeopathic 
prescribing”. How one uses Tuberculinum Bov. in each and every 
case of consumption, tuberculosis of the lungs neglecting the indivi 
duality of the patient passes my comprehension and yet I find that 
beginning from the novice right upto the oldest of our Homoeopaths 
use it so frequently that the patients have to pay the price of their’ 
ignorance. Moreover Tuberculinum Bov. cannot fit all the cases. 
It is always to be eliminated in all cold patients. Tuberculinum in 
high potencies of course suppresses most of the symptoms of the 
individual by virtue of the valency that it possesses. It then becomes 
the organ stimulus instead of stimulus of the organism of individuality. 
On page 8:of prophylactics in Homoeopathy by Dr. Sankaran one 
finds an advice of giving Tub. Bov. in 10M,50M & CM 2 doses of 
each at long intervals under the rubric “tobacco craving for”. It is 
probably the mistake of the press. If not the author is requested 
to quote reference through this magazine. 
Some of the Symptoms of Bacillinum so far recorded are as 
below ‘— 
Sensitive—easily offended—depressed—irritable. 
Catches cold easily. 
Headache—deep in head, worse shaking. 
Pain in glands, on turning the head, right side. 
Aching of teeth lower, incisor—raising lower lip. 
Sharp pains of various parts of the body. 
Pain in left knee (walking) by walking a short distance (Rhus). 
Cough rising from bed in morning—cough waking one in 
night. 
9. Easy expectoration. 
10. Sharp pain in cardiac region—arresting breathing. ~ 
11. Very sharp pain in the left scapula, (lying down at night) by 
warmth. : 
12. An angry and indolent pimple in the left cheek. 
13. Ulceration of cornea of children (very promptly cured). 
14. Ringworms—Eczema of the Eyelids. 
15. Pulmonary diseases of the old people with bubbling rales and 
muco-purulent expectoration. 
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16. Often paves the way for other remedies in Tuberculosis. 
17. Sudden diarrhoea before breakfast. 
18. Obstinate constipation with offensive flatus. 
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Indicated when there are many crests and tarterson the teeth. 


Should be used also in diseases—not amenable to the indi- 
cated remedies when there is family history of T.B. 


Obstinate children that do not hear their parents. 


Its action is very sharp—if it fails to act promptly it would 
not work at all. 


It has been called equivalent to Psorinum.

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SWEAT AS A SIGN OF DISEASE

Sweat as a diagnostic and prognostic sign, is of bad omen in 
wasting diseases, especially those with excretory disturbance, cramps 
and loss of consciousness. 

Generalized sweat may be a sign of crisis; if it comes at night in 
chronic diseases it betokens rheumatic or hectic fevers with a decrease 
in strength. It is hazardous in lockjaw 

Localized sweats, frequent and abundant, are signs of local 
disease, especially of degenerative processes in the breast or in the 
abdomen, and often of delayed crisis. With active sweat, if a cloud 
or critical sediment appears in the urine, it is a good sign. Passive 
sweat in acute diseases sometimes supersedes the violent onset before 
nature has gathered her forces to bring about the healthfu', active 
perspiration. A watery, cold sweat, with inward heat often accom- 
panies apoplexy and the death struggle. Critical sweat is almost 
synonymous with active sweat and symptomatic with passive sweat. 
The symptomatic sweat is more local and often accompanied with 
chills and is less likely to have cloud intheurine. The pulse is 
small and hard. It means a feeble attempt of nature to relieve the 
illness and if it lasts long or changes back into fever it is alarming. 

Scanty sweat in diseases such as rheumatism and gout, where 
you would expect heavy sweating, is a sign that through blood 
pressure or in-activity of the skin relief cannot come, and as a rule 
it points to inward complications, such as of the lung, intestine or 
brain. Heavy sweat often drops off from the whole body in brain 
or spinal diseases and isa sign of virulence. Profuse night sweat 
may mean worm fever as well as cachexia or hectic fever. Profuse 
sweating in intermittence shows tubercular tendency. 

Habitual perspiration usually has some odour. Especially is this 
characteristic of abdominal diseases. 

Morning sweats are of hectic, gastric or worm origin, all scro- 
fulous. Evening sweats are rheumatic, intermittent or catarrhal. 
Midday sweats are gastric or show stomach and intestinal complica- 
tions, as in typhoid. Occasional, brief, inconstant sweats point to 
nervous causes. 

All sweat should be warm, cold sweat isa sign of mental or 
Nervous diseases or of a serious condition in acute diseases, and is a 
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bad sign. Bloody sweat in typhus, scurvy, etc. shows blood degene- 
ration and is usually fatal. Yellow sweat suggests liver complications. 
Customary sweat has a somewhat sour odour excessively so in catar- 
thal conditions. In intermittent fevers the sweat often smells like 
fresh bread, stinking sweat is usually localized and appears in mania 
epilepsy, and menstrual disturbance. Inthe latter case it suggests 
chlorosis. In fevers it isa bad omen. Partial stinking sweat, especially 
of the feet, means disturbed nutrition, stomach or intestinal diseases, 
or atendency to tuberculosis, to gout if the urine is loaded, or to 
suppressed haemorrhoids with liver disease. Such a sweat is some- 
times a prodrome to these conditions, Uspecially gout. Acute 
diseases have distinctive smells; mzasles haga smell like fresh goose; 
scarlet fever has a cheesy odour; sweat of small-pox smells like her- 
ring pickle; many vesicular diseases have a sweat with an odour like 
cat’s urine; leprosy stinks like a goat; a sweat odour is characteristic of 
syphilis. 

Odourless sweat is a sign of mild attacks. Hysteric fainting and 
death sweat are also odourless yet often the odourlessness of sweat, 
if it is generalised, is not a good sign.

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THE ANTI-BIOTICS 


Various adverse comments on the use of the antibiotics have ap- 
peared in authoritative medical journals. They produce not only im- 
munity from certain classes of diseases, but also harmful after-effects. 
As regards killing of germs to eradicate disease, Dr. Rene J. Dubos 
of the Rockfeller Institute, one of the foremost scientists in the 
field of antibiotics, says that Medicine may have gone too far in 
blaming germs as cause of diseases. There is strong evidence, he <old 

the scientists of the National Institute of Health that bacteria and 
viruses became dangerous only when the set up is fixed for them. 
Otherwise even the most virulent of them are harmless. Every 
person, Dr. Dubos said,carries in the body throughout life a host of 
supposedly deadly microbes which live in blood and tissues as harm- 
less guests until something happens to start them on a rampage. 

Although the presence of the right micro-organism is necessary 
for the particular disease, Dr. Dubos insists, the real cause is the 
“something” or combination of “somethings” of which the present 
day physician is usually quite ignorant. He told the National 
Institute of Physicians in a lecture given in honour of Dr. Rolla H. 
Dyer, the retired Director, that there is even danger that doctors who 
eliminate one form of supposedly malignant micro-organism with 
some of the extremely potent new drugs are just making room in the 
body for the increase of some worse kind. 

Recent experiments have shown, Dr. Dubos said, that it is 
practically impossible to infect volunteers picked at random with 
some supposedly highly infectious diseases, because experimenters do 
not know how to upset the internal environment so as to produce 
the right conditions. During the last war, he explained, an epidemic 
disease causing great concern to military authorities was bacillary 
dysentery. In some areas nearly all soldiers were victims. But when 
investigators tried to reproduce the malady in the United States 
with human volunteers the effect was a complete failure. However, 
when doses of the bacillus, obtained directly from sick soldiers were 
fed to the volunteers, not a single case of bacillary dysentery was 
produced. The best that could be obtained, and only few, was a 
mild syndrome of food poisoning. 

Efforts to transmit common cold, to which everybody seems 
susceptible, to volunteers have been equally unsuccessful. The cause 
of malady which sweeps through communities is almost certainly a 
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virus. It is contained in nose and throat washings ot cold victims. 
But it is almost impossible to transmit these at will. Volunteers 
simply cannot be made to develop sniffles except ina few cases. 
Most striking, Dr. Dubos said, have been the recent English experi- 
ments. Volunteers w2re kept in complete isolation for two weeks 
to make sure that they were not on the verge of colds at the start of 
the trials. Then they were placed in conditions supposed to _ be fav- 
ourable to colds—placed in drafts, subjected to quick changes of 
temperature, made to wear wet sacks and sleep in wet clothes. Still 
inoculation with the supposed virus produced only occasional colds. 
The real precipitating factor which must be very common in every 
body’s environment remains unknown. 

The same thing was demonstrated very stikingly more than a 
century ago when a cholera epidemic broke out in Hamburg. This 
was at the dawn of the germ theory of disease advanced by Pasteur 
and Koch. It still had many bitter opponents among the foremost 
physicians of the day. They held that the micro-organisms the two 
great biologists have discovered were not the causes of disease but 
only secondary invaders of diseased tissues. 

Koch had just demonstrated the germ of cholera and it was 
found in the blood of all the Hamburg victims. One of his principal 
opponents ridiculed the idea; he obtained tumblerfuls of the live virus 
from the Hamburg dead and he and his students drank them. None 
developed any symptoms of cholera. There was something unknown 
in the temporary environment of Hamburg which made it possible 
for the germs to cause disease. This “something” did not exist in 
the environment of the bold scoffer’s medical school. A similar 
experiment was performed, with much the same results, with the 
tubercle bacilus, which Koch also had just demonstrated. 

Long before anybody knew anything about germs, Dr. Dubos 
told the National Institute of Doctors, many physicians were very 
successful in treating patients—and some of them acquired large 
forcunes. They had no sulfa drugs, no anti-biotics, no immune 
serums. They were not faith healers or fakers but extremely honest 
reputable men. The secret of their success, Dr. Dubos said, probably 
lay ina highly developed and perhaps instinctive skill in treating 
the patient as a whole rather than looking, as does the modern doctor, 
for one cause of a condition and treating only that. 

The germ theory of disease, he insisted, now is probably in its 
twilight despite its magnificent successes during the last century and 
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despite the fact that new germs and new germkillers doubtless will 
be discovered. It will remain only as a part of anew medicine which 
will try to find scientific bases for the “art” ofghe old doctors. 

Every living cell, Dr. Dubos said, is the result of all sorts of 
evolutionary forces which have put it into equilibrium without side 
forces and with forces within itself. Disturbance of any factor in 
the equilibrium will result in disease. 


The next age of medicine, he held, will concentrate more on 
equilibria than on germs—Thomas R. Henry. (Reproduced from an 
article in the Journal of the American Institute of Homoeopathy).

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HOMOEOPATHIC TIT-BITS 


Tranquillizers.—The latest addition to Allopathic medicine is the 
tranquillizers. They are said to calm the nerves in shocks in pre- 
Operative and post-operative surgeries. So many patent prepara- 
tions are marketed such as Equanil, Ritalin, etc. Some old school 
physicians claim that these tranquillizers are even effective in calming 
down the nervous system of insane persons. Aconite 30 and 
Phosphorus 200 can be considered as the best tranquillizers in our 
system. Aconite 30 can be given in repeated doses for preoperative 
and post-operative shock in surgery. Phosphorus 200 can be given 
one or two doses to children if they blink and moan when they 
are taken into the operation theatre. 

Staphisagria.—For pain in clean cut wounds as for example in 
circumcision. Also very effective in places where surgical operation 
was done previously when there is pain and watery discharge though 
to outward appearance every thing seems normal. 

Sepia.—If too many Homoeo medicines have mixed your case 
Sepia will straighten it. 

Merc Sol, :—Nose bleeding in streams when Belladonna, Hama- 
melis, and Erigeron fail to check it. (Vipera 12) 

Chloroform :—The ill-effect can be antidoted by Phos. 

Cadmium Metalicum :— Aluminum poisoning. After effects of 
eating food cooked in Aluminum vessels 

Kali Carb :—Persistent discharge of blood from the uterus. 

Zincum :—Tremulous vibrations all thru felt by the patient and 
seen by the observer. 

Cuprum :—Abdomen as hard as stone, terrific vomiting. 

Arsenic :—Heart beat visible to the person standing by and 
audible to the patient. 

Hyoscyamus :—Best remedy for hiccough after abdominal 
operation. 

Coffea :—Fatigue arising from long journey during hot weather. 

Lac Felinum :—Great desire to eat paper, furious itching of the 
vulva inside and out. 

Lac Vaccinum :— Ulcers in corners of mouth. (butter sores). 

Ustilago :—Uncontrollable craving for onanism. (Also bath). 

Cal Phos :—Oozing of bloody fluid from the navel of infants. 

Pareira Brava :—Carcinoma of the prostate with severe cutting 
pain, urine falls by drops day and night mixed with blood, 
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Tarentula Cubensis :— When a person is beyond human aid and 
when death is inevitable this remedy will relieve the horrible 
suffering, the pain; rattling in chest with no power to throw the 
mucous out. (Antin Tart, Arsenic Alb). 

Calendula :—For bee stings applied externally and taken inter- 
nally it is very effective. (Apis, Ledum). 

Clematis :— Disease increases during increasing moon and 
decreases during waning moon. 

Agaricus :—Reactions of Allopathic Penicillin. (Veratren Alb., 
Zinc.) 

Tellurium :—Very offensive pus from the ears causing blisters 
wherever it touches. (6th potency). 

Sulphuric Acid :—Run down completely that even water can not 
be tolerated unless it contains whisky. 

Sabina :—Promotes the expulsion of foreign matter as moles 
water, air, from the uterus. 

Opium :—Faecal vomiting. 

Fluoric Acid :—Bloody seminal discharge during coitus. 

Graphites :—W ant of sensation and no discharge during coitus. 

Cocaine :—Feels bugs and worms all around. 

Oleander Nerium :—Whenever the child passes wind it soils the 
cloth. 

1. For the excessively obstinate child Tub. bov. 30 or 200 is 
most often indicated. 

2. A craving for affection in children very often indicates 
Pulsatilla, Phosphorus and Calc. Phos. Pulsatilla accepts affection, 
Phosphorus accepts and returns it. Calc. phos. is much less often 
required. 

3. For the child who never looks clean or who is deliberately 
dirty in his habits, Sulphur 200 is nearly always the remedy. (Capsi- 
cum), 

4. For mental tension not always apparent on admission but 
realized after a period of observation, Dysentery co. 200 is the most 
likely remedy. (Nux Vom) 

5. For pre-operative anticipation Phos. 200 can be given in 
conjunction with Arnica or other pre-operative medication. 

6. For homesickness think of Capsicum 200 first, but there are 
many other remedies. 

7. For post-operative vomiting induced by and only occurring 
after eating, Ferrum metallicum 30 is nearly always the remedy. 
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8. For the child who makes a pretence of weeping, but without 
tears, Staphisagria 30 or 200 is almost certainly the remedy. 
9, When a “blanket of Chemotherapy” is apparently indicated 
try Pyrogen 200, a few doses pre and post-operatively, and reserve 
chemotherapy to be used later if really required, unless there is 
overwhelming infraction. 

10. For otitis media Hepar Sulph 200 should be given in the 
absence of clear-cut indications for another remedy. 

11. Nine out of ten cases of infective hepatitis in children need 
phosphorus. 

12. Senna 6 given half-hourly to two-hourly for a few doses has 
a specific effect on ketosis associated with febrile disturbance in 
children, and can be given as a pathological remedy as-well as the 
individual prescription.

CLINICAL CASES 


Reported By Dr. P. S. Kamthan, H.M.B.S,, D.Sc., F.N.F.U. Mainpurt, U.P, 


1. Septicaemia and Pyaemia. 

Sri Surendra Saran (S/o Sri S. C. Verma, Lawyer), now a 
student of B.Sc., was a victim of small-pox. Nearing the period of 
desiccation, the pox took the turn of Septicaemia and Pyaemia, 
accompanied by persistent high temperature all the 24 hrs. and 
copious purulent discharge from the various parts of the body. The 
condition was declared by the local eminent allopaths ‘grave’ and 
the use of knife at innumerable places risky. 

Calc. Sulph. 3x/4 doses in alternation with 3 doses of Echin. 


e (10 drops a dose) perfectly cured the case within a fortnight. 


The temperature came down within 24 hrs.and the discharge 

began to cease gradually. 

Note :—The above prescription is almost a specific for Septicaemia and pyaemia 
both. Several other similar cases have been cured likewise. 

2. Tumour, 

The wife of Sri Bakhat Bahadur, Excise Inspector, had a 
tumour of an orange size in the lower abdomen (in uterine region). 
Three doses of Sep. 10 m. 50. m and c.m. successively in fortnightly 
and monthly doses, dispersed it within 10 months, The guiding symp- 
toms were “fleshy constitution, nauseating taste with loss of appetite, 
bearing down feeling in sexual organs while walking, and liking for 
cold bath.” 

3. Tubercular-Bone. 


In tubercular bone or bone-diseases one must not lose sight 
of Calc. phos. 3x to 6x potency twice or thrice a day and crude 
Cod Liver Oil in tea-spoonful doses once or twice with sweet 
orange juice or milk to be used intercurrently with constitutional 
remedies prescribed. It is wrong to think that the action of higher 
potency of a drug, constitutionally prescribed, is disturbed by Calc. 
Phos in lower potency; as a constitutional drug in higher potency acts 
upon the whole set up of the vital force, while Calc. Phos. 3x to 6x 
supplants food, stimulating the calcium metabolism and helping the 
main drug action. 

Regarding the Cod Liver Oil, it is also similar to tonic foods of 
mineral components, required for human system. As for its smell, 
it being not a stimulant, does not counteract at all as experience 
from day to day goes to show. Hence all the bone-patients who so 
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far sought my help, were benefited as per above procedure e.g.: 

One girl (Malti Devi) of about 10 years, after having been exa- 
mined and declared an advanced and incurable case of caries of 
vertebrae in the lumbar region by the Surgeons of Mainpuriand Agra, 
approached me for treatment in 1936. 

Marasmus and Rickets were her past ailments at the age of 3 
years, mother scrofulous. Preceding the carious ulcers there were 
two lemon size tumours, attached to spine, on both sides in the 
lumbar region, which later on burst out discharging thin, acrid serum 
and subsequently acrid purulent’ matter and pieces of bones. Loss 
of appetite, rise of temperature from 4to 8 p.m., general emaciation 
unable to sit upright, lack of animal heat, cold extremities, mentally 
forgetful and irritable, aversion to milk and general relief from» 
warmth—all were her guiding symptoms. For full two years she conti- 
nued Calc sulph 30x and Sil. 30x alternately 4 times and Calc. phos. 
6x intercurrently twice after meals and crude Cod Liver Oil morn- 
ing and evening in teaspoonful doses Improvement followed and 
ulcers began to heal up. After two years a minute opening with thin, 
scanty flow was still there. Sil. C.M. having failed asthe constitu- 
tion had changed, Syphilinum C.M. effected cure, the symp- 
toms being that she had sleepless nights and desired to wash hands 

- and feet with cold water very often. This recovery has been unique 
in my practice as the patient’s parents had been told by the opposite 
school of thought that the case is beyond cure. 

4. Asthma. 

The wite of Sri Bishambar Dayal M.L.A. of Kuraoli Distt. 
Mainpuri was a patient of 9 years’ old asthma withthe following 
key-note symptoms and was cured within 4 months by one dose of 
Sul. 200 followed by one dose of Sul. 1000 after a fortnight. 

Cough often aggravated at night and ended in difficult but 
copious expectoration (thick, thin white, or yellowish) accompanied 
with great dyspnoea worse by motion and exertion, heat from palms 
and soles; could not sleep in closed room despite severe cold; gloomy 
state of mind with aversion to all sorts of work. 

Note :—Most of the cases of cough (acute and chronic) were relieved of their 
trouble by Nux Vom 200 one dose at night when the paroxysm took place between 4 

gand 5 A.M,; by Kali C, 30 once a day when the paroxysm began at about 2 A.M, to 8 
A.M.; by Hep, S, 200 when the cause was dry cold wind and worse in the morning, 
at about 11 A.M. some-times with perspiration; by Kali bic 30 twice or thrice when 


the expectoration was difficult, yellowish and stringy or tenacious, in the morning; 
by Seneg.30 morning and evening when the trouble was worse in the evening; by Puls 80 
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4 times a day when it was worse on lying down, after eating and in the evening; by 
Phos, 30 once only, sometimes in simple cases four times a day when the trouble was 
worse from evening to mid-night; when cough troubles the whole night, Meph, 3x (4 
doses). It did not matter what sort of cough it was and whether it was accompanied 
with dyspnoea or not. 


Reported by Dr. M. L, Agarwal, H.M.B.S., Jaipur. 
1. Case of Mental Depression & Nervousness. 

A gentleman Mr. X came to me on 9th March 1960 and reported 
that he had been suffering from mental unrest, depression and 
worries for the last eight months and no medicine had _ helped 
to cure him of the disease and therefore he wanted to try Homoeo- 
pathy. The symptoms were as mentioned below. 

He does not like to mix and talk with the people, but some- 
how or other wants a few persons to stay with him. He can’t toler- 
ate noise or excessive lighting. There is much irritability and yawn- 
ing. He feels himself to be much inferior to other persons and 
fears lest some misfortune should come to him. He is fault-finding 
in nature and in his office he does not wantto do anything. He 
likes to stayin hisown room and dislikes to go out. He is not 
hopeful of recovery from this disease and is therefore disgusted of 
his lifee Hetold me that the cause of this disease lay in the dis- 
solution of the partnership. He suffered financial loss due to this 
dissolution but he was not so much worried due to this financial loss 
as due to the loss of his prestige. 

He is very much fond of taking tea. Thirst is normal. He 
remains constipated and does not feel satisfaction although he feels 
an urge to pass stool frequently. He is a patient of blind piles also. 
Although his appetite has lately improved he feels better by fasting 
or by taking meals only once. He takes more salt but dislikes fats. 
His abdomen is sometimes bloated and the gas is offensive, 

His feet are cold, palms hot and crossing of legs brings numbness. 

Previously he did not sleep for 2 or 3 nights continuously but 
after the attack of influenza from which he has recovered only a 
week ago, he has been getting some sleep for 2 hours or so every 
night. His tongue is indented, trembling and catching on the teeth 
but coated posteriorly. He suffers from cold which settles in the 
posterior nose. The urine is frequent but scanty. 

Treatment. 9-3-60 Nux. vomica 200 one dose in the evening. 
16-3-60 Reported that he had felt much worse on the 10th and 11th 
March but his condition is now much better. No medicine. 
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18-3-60 His previous sufferings have again set in. Nux. Vom. 1000 
1 dose in the evening. 
23-3-60 Has not been feeling in any way better, Sulphur 200 one 
dose in the morning. 
30-3-60 Reported that he felt still worse for the next two days but 
later on he had improved and now he feels that such a good 
state of his health has not beenexperienced by him even . 
once during the last 8 years or so, what to speak of 8 months. 
No medicine. 
16-4-60 He again complained that it seemed as if he was not com- 
pletely out of the woods. Nat. Mur. 2000ne dose. After 
this he did not come to me. But one day when we met on 
the road, he told me that he is keeping alright. 

In this case Nux vomica covered most of the symptoms and so 
he improved with it but as such cases happen to be the menifesta- 
tions of latent psora, he could not maintain improvement unless 
Sulphur was given. His piles also indicated Sulphur. The use of 
more table salt in the diet is again an obstacle in the permanent 
recovery and therefore Nat. Mur. had to be given to clear up 
the whole case. 

2. Case of Typhoid. 

In the same building where Iam residing, a child aged 3 years 
had been lying in bed for the last one month or more under the 
treatment of some allopathic doctors but without any improvement. 
Then on 14-4-1960 this case was given to me by his parents without 
much hope of his recovery. 

I knew that he had developed the symptoms of measles as the 
disease started in the beginning. As the eruptions were not clear, the 
doctor mistook it for influenza. He took up the treatment accor- 
dingly and gave injections. But the fever did not subside. The 
doctor named the disease as Para-typhoid. After 10 or 12 days the 
diagnosis changed to Typhoid and then the treatment was given 
accordingly including Chloromycetin but without any relief. The 
doctors were changed and in the end before this case came to me he 
was under the treatment of a child specialist who had been administ- 
ering (asI was told by his parents) Quinine, presuming that the 
child is suffering from Malaria. At this stage the range of temperature 
was very high. In the morning it at times went as low as 94° and 
in the afternoon as high as 103° or 104° and otherwise also there was 
not the least improvement. 
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I had been keeping myself in touch with the progress of the 
disease to some extent from the very beginning. On the day I took up 
the case, the symptoms were as follows :— 

There was no marked restlessness. He was rather clam and 
sleepy. During the illness, dullness and drowsiness were of marked 
importance. The child was very weak and very irritable. He had 
been given milk throughout and this had created an aversion for it 
in him. There was sweat mostly on head and the temperature gen- 
erally went down after the sweats had appeared on the body. He felt 
hungry after the fever. He was not constipated but the stool for- 
mation was first hard and then pasty. He would sleep on abdomen, 
cry during sleep and rub his eyes, nose and organ much. His lips 
were dry and parched and tongue coated brown. 

Treatment: 14-4-60 Nux Vom. 30. 1 dose. 

15-4-60 To remove the ill effects of quinine, Arsenic Alb. 30, 3 doses. 

17-4-60 This checked the wide range of temperature but he felt 
more drowsy, Gelsemium 30, 4 doses. 

18-4-60 Some alertness is noticeable. Lips and the tongue dry. 
Bryonia 30, 3 doses. 

19-4-60 Eruptions of measles have come up. The child is otherwise 
also improving. No medicine. 

20-4-60 Had a very restless night. The temp. increased in the morn- 
ing to 101.2°. The stool is loose. Arsenic Alb. 30, 3 doses. 

21-4-60 No restlessness. He is otherwise better, eruptions receding, 
Sulphur 30, 2 doses. 

22-4-60 The temperature hastouched normal. No fever through 
out the whole day. He is alright in all respects. 

In this case the picture of the symptoms speaks of Calcarea Carb 
or Cina. The reader might like to question why I did not give any 
of these in this case. The reasons are :— 

1. We have not to depend upon the picture of symptoms collect- 
ed from a patient who has been drugged badly by the allopathic 
medicines. 

2. In this case it appealed to me that the cause of the illness was 
the suppression of the eruptions which were due in measles and 
typhoid which did not come out while under the allopathic treatment. 

3. I felt Gelsemium together with Bryonia was necessary. 


4. Calc. carb happens to be incompatible with Bryonia and so 
Calc. carb was avoided specially when he was improving well. 
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Reported by : Dr. B. Dutt Misra, H.M.D.S. Govt. Homoeopathic Dispensary, Kekri. 


1. Mr, Jabbar, aged 27 years, black complexion, tall stature, 
un-healthy skin. Eyes and lids red and inflamed. Highly sensitive to 
touch, severe pain, pustules in the middle of the ear canal, wrapping 
by cotton or cloth gives relief. The above symptoms indicated Hepar 
Sulphur. So given and the patient is cured with 4 doses of 200 
potency within 24 hours. 

2. Mr. K. Lall was suffering from Inguinal Hernia since falling 
down from four stairs. Much pain while coughing, talking and laugh- 
ing or by motion, tearing pain. The above symptoms indicated Arnica. 
The pain of the patient subsided with Arnica 30,4 hourly. But 
testicles had stony hard swelling, for which Phytolacca was given in 
200 potency which cured the stony swelling within 3 days. 

3. Kushali, girl aged 7 years, below the knee joint of right leg 
the full part of calf was indurated like stone and shining. She had 
remained under Allopathic treatment for 2 months, but she never 
got relief. Hence she came to Govt. Homoeopathic Dispensary on 
3rd June, 1960. She was weeping all day and night. Belladona 
30,4 times a day. On 9th June pain was reduced discharging gree- 
nish pus like water with blood mixed, but intense burning spread, 
for which Merc Sol 200 at an interval of 8 hours was prescribed. 
The burning dis-appeared, exudation stopped, but swelling persisted 
like stone and shining all over calf. Externally Bell was continued 
for one week also 2 doses of Calc Phos 30X and 2 doses of Calc 
Flour 30X were given for 20 days. All symptoms gradually subsided. 
Now she walks well and runs well. Her leg is quite normal. 

4. One woman 50 years old suffering from dropsy. Medium 
stature. Swelling on both legs from sole to all over thigh. So both 
the legs look double of normal size. Chronic Asthma and cough 
aggravate at night, thirstless, face pale and waxy, urine scanty and 
hard. Pain like insect stinging all day and night. Sensitiveness and 
sudden cry and screaming during night. The symptoms clearly indi- 
cated Apis which was given in 200 potency one dose daily for six 
days. The swelling subsided and thirst increased. Later she was 
given Acetic Acid 30 which within four days almost cured the drop- 
sical manifestations. But palpitation developed. So Digitalis 30 was 
given, four times a day for 2 days. No more palpitation of heart. 
Patient was almost well but felt sick between 4to6 p.m. Lyco 200 
was given followed by a few doses of Chelidonium which cured fully.

The Dynamic action of drugs & plants by their external 
Exhibition from Distance 
By: Dr. B. N. Saxena, Homoeopath, Jaipur 


It is well-known that the dynamic power of the potentised 
Homoeopathic drugs set up a curative process in the vital force even 
when administered in very minute dose, touching the tongue or the 
nerve ending or skin surface and even by olfaction (smelling). 

Hahnemann (Organon 6th Edition) has also acknowledged the 
homoeopathic curative effects of mesmerism, magnetism, will-force 
and suggestive passes. 

It is also known that various objects like colours, plants, metals, 
stones etc. affect the human physical and mental economy, when 
worn on body, and even kept in pockets. 

All these led me to imagine that various plants may even influ- 
ence the vital force or the economy of the human system even when 
exhibited from a distance. It was however borne in mind that dif- 
fernt plants, roots, seeds, leaves, etc. may have different qualities and 
quantities of radiation with special effects on different organs of the 
human body. This thought led me to go deeper on the subject and 
to carry on some research and experiments. : 

During the course of my such research and experiments, am 
amused to see that the exhibition of some of the plants to the sick 
persons even from a distance of a few feet or miles does exert some 
radiation of curative influence so that the patient can be relieved 
or cured of agonising pains, fevers etc. instantaneously. 

The deeper I went into my researches and experiments the 
more I was convinced of the tremendous powers of such radiation of 
plants. It may be difficult at present to explain the law of nature 
behind such phenomena in its full extent but it opens up a vast field 
of scientific research in ascertaining the peculiar virtues of each 
plant and its parts and their influences (or radiation effects) on sick 
persons by exhibition from distance and the modes of exhibition 
such as brandishing, twisting, signalling, pressing upwards, down- 
wards, backwards, sideways, times and measures of such exhibition 
etc. etc., because during the course of my researches and experi- 
ments I found that the same plant exhibited in different ways pro- 
duced different curative effects. This may have some conjoint 
effect of the spiritual powers and thoughts of the operator also which 
however, may also be borne in mind, 
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During the course of my researches and experiments with hun- 
’ dreds of plants and other drugs for the last 30 years, I have discovered 
the peculiar effects of some of the drugs and hence developed the 
process of exhibition or manipulation of the same for various cura- 
tive purposes and am astounded with the miraculous results. 

It is not possible to write all the details about all the plants and 
their manipulations in this small paper; but for your convenience I 
am giving below the summary of a few such plants which stand out 
for their outstanding efficacy, on ailments of particular types and 
organs mentioned against each, so that you may start with the ex- 
periments forthwith with encouraging results— 


Names of plants Organs and ailments 

1. Shankh Pushpi Navel 

2. Sehdevi (Rohra fifdin Roxb) Fever, Sunstroke etc. 

3. Akra white (Calotropis All sorts of fevers, Sunstroke, 
Gigantica) Epilepsy, Teething etc. 

4. Gunja (Beed tree & abrus- Snake bite, delivery complications 
pricatorious Lill etc. 


5. Saras (Mimesa Sarisa Roxb) Teething complications, Snake 
bite, Sunstroke, Epilepsy. 


6. Apamarg (achyranthus as- All sorts of pains. eyesight, verti- 
pera) go, burning sensation, high inter- 
mittent and billious fevers, deaf 
ness etc. 
7. Punarnava (Trismthema Jaundice. Enlarged liver or spleen. 
montgyma) Snake bite etc. 
8. Mehdi Insomnia, Heat, ulcers. 
9. Dhatoora (Stramonium) Habitual miscarriage, all sorts of 
fever. 
10. Jalbhangra or Ghamra Malaria. 


A test trial of the effects of the exhibition of such plants from 
distance was held before some scientists, at the instance of the Coun- 
cil of Scientific and Industrial Research, Government of India, New 
Delhi, who were impressed and so decided to cultivate some of the 
plants as per my suggestions in the National Botanical Garden, 
Lucknow. 

Successful demonstrations were also held at the Govt. Ayur- 
vedic College and Hospital, Jaipur, before the medical authorities. 
For the readers’ interest, I give below a few casestreated by me 
recently at the Govt. Hospital, as specific instances, 
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1. Date 31-8-60 : Patient Laddoo Gopal, age 18: Suffering from 
Earache (right ear) since 2 days. After examination he was given 
treatment. Noise was produced by loudly clapping (on applying juice 
of the plant Achyranthus aspera over the palms) near his right ear 

Result—cured within 2 minutes. The pain had no relapse. 

2. Date 2-9-60 : Patient Ramswaroop, age 13: Suffering from 
pain in right leg & could hardly walk due to boil over his knee, 
even after 2 days treatment at the Hospital. 

He was given treatment by me, by pressing the root of the plant 
Achytanthus aspera by both hands (right hand up) from a distance 
of about 2 ft. in front of the patient. Then pressed the root from 
4 ft. and again from 6 ft. 

The same action was repeated twice more, when the pain 
subsided and the patient could easily run about before the medical 
authorities—cured within 5 minutes. He wasre-examined next day 
when he had absolutely no pain. The boil gradually subsided. 

3. Date 5-9-60: Patient Vinesh Chandra, age 14, student. His 
right hand had a very slow growth since birth & as compared with 
his left hand, it looked about 40% thinner. It was deformed with 
stiff & bent fingers and the thumb due to which he could not clench 
the fingers into a fist. 

The treatment was given by brandishing the twig of Achyrantes 
before him. The first day twice for 5 minutes each time, when 50% 
improvement was observed. Next day his all the fingers & thumb 
were made to turn into a fist perfectly well & freely after repeating 
the said action. 

4. Date 9-9-60: Patient Govind Ram, age 19, Student. Stone 
deaf by left ear since 8 years and was declared incurable by Hospital 
authorities. 

On examination by Ear scope, his inner portion of left ear was 
found perforated & the ear base was lacerated & stinking with pus 

Treatment—Oiled the ear thrice at an interval of 20 minutes 
with plain til oil. 

The exhibition of the plant Achyranthus aspera was done thrice 
daily. Improvement was observed the first day and then there was 
improvement in hearing each day. 

After treatment for 4 days he could hear a table calling bell 
from a distance of about 75 yards, also human voice clearly. 

5. Dated 14-9-60 : Patient Kishin Singh, Age 28. Suffering from 
acute severe headache. Treatment was given by producing radiations 
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through pressing the root of the plant Rohra Fifdia Roxb (Sahdevi) 
with both hands in front of the patient, cured immediately without 
any recurrence. 

It is neither easy nor advisable to operate such treatment without 
being thoroughly acquainted with its methods by practical training. 

However I give below a few specific directions which can safely 
be experimented by any one in order to observe the strange quick 
curative effects on spot. 


Ailment Prescribed drug External mode of use 

1. Earache Juice of Achyran- Apply on both palms & clap 
(acute pain in thus aspera quickly a few times loudly. 
ear) (use till it is fresh) 

2. Disorder of Shankh Pushpi Touch the root or twig over

4. Scorpion-bite Gul Turra Brandish the root a few 
times in front of the patient. 
5. Hemicrania Adhasisi Tie its seed with black 
thread at the ear on opposite 

side. 
6. Headache Achyranthus aspera Press the root with full 
(acute pain) ‘strength before the parient 


by both hands from about 
lft. Doso again from 2 ft. 
and then 3 ft. & repeat this 
action twice more. 

A fair trial on the above lines alone may convince one & all of 


the dynamic effects of plants & drugs upon the vital force; even from 
a distance. 


I believe, if the manipulation with these plants are properly 
studied and applied much curative results can be obtained even from 
a distance. 

I invite students to learn what I have discovered with a conti- 
nued hard work for 30 years without any remuneration. I also invite 
the opinions and open minded criticism from the readers, 
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Editor*s Note:—yust as I was wondering about the possibilities mentioned in this 
paper presented by Dr. Saxena, I happened to come across the book. “An Introduction 
to Medical Radiesthesia and Radionics” By Vernon D. Wethered, B.Sc., and 
foreworded by Dr. Geo. Laurence, L.R.C.P., F.R.C.S., published by the C.W. 
Daniel Company Ltd., Ashington, Rochford, Essex, England. Price 25 shillings net. 
A perusal of this book may help to understand what Dr. Saxena wants to say froma 
different point of approach, On going through the book I am convinced that the 
science of Radiesthesia offers a great scope of useful research and that it may go a 
long way in making history in the field of medical diagnosis and treatment. Anda 
proper development of the science for its applied uses in medical treatment. may in 
course of time attract all the medical world to Homoeopathy. 

Quite a number of devoted scientists are working on the matter andthe book 
contains quite a large reference to their works and books. 

The readers may be both startled and amused to read afew excerpts from the 
book quoted hereunder— 

“*A cotton reel suspended by a fine thread makes quite a good pendulum and one 
that is fully sensitive. Anyone who has never used rod or pendulum before might try 
as a first experiment, suspending a cotton reel over different articles of food, sweets, 
chocolate, tea, coffee, etc.,and their own brand of cigarettes, It is best to place each 
article in turn on a clean sheet of white paper. Individual reactions are not always the 
same, but generally it will be found that the pendulum will gyrate in a clockwise 
direction if the food (or whatever it is) suits the person in question, in an anti-clockwise 
direction if it is unsuitable, while if it is neither good nor bad, the pendulum will 
oscillate in a straight line, It is suggested that the reel should be suspended with a 
length of thread of 44 to 6 inch.”’ 

“Medical training, as it is today, does nothing to prepare students for work of 
such an unorthodox character.”’ 

“It is possible to assume from what has been written on the subject thata 
human specimen does in fact normally give off two quite distinct radiations, viz. that of 
the patient as he was when the specimen was taken and that of the patient as he is at 
the moment of test. It is indeed strange, as it is undoubtedly true, that one can 
ascertain the condition of a patient who may be many miles away; quite possibly in a 
different continent at the moment of test, and it certainly has its advantages, For 
instance, once the practitioner has obtained a specimen of his patient, he can continue 
using that specimen for prescribing indefinitely, So that each time a patient overseas 
requires help, all he has to do is to write an Air Mail letter stating his symptoms. No 
new saliva specimen or blood smear is necessary. In this way a good deal of trouble 
and expense is avoided on the part of the patient.” 

“Dr. Ruth Drown in the United States, and the Delawarr Laboratories in 
England, have carried out work of major importance in designing compact radionic 
instruments for diagnosis and for broadcast treatment, whereby an instrument is tuned 
to the bloodspot of the patient and specific radiations thought by some to be of electro- 
magnetic type are broadcast through the ether to the patient, wherever he may be.” 

‘**A radionic camera has also been designed whereby it can be confirmed from a 
bloodspot of the patient whether such a condition as uterine’ fibroma, for instance, is 
present in the patient.” 

“An advantage of the Delawarr camera over X-ray photography is that the

‘ density of tissue adjoining the condition photographed in no way interferes with the 

b results, The method employs the principles of the Delawarr diagnostic instrument, in 
that the disease rate of the condition to be photographed is set on similar dials in the 
camera. Ifthe disease is clinically present, i.e. in material form, it will be shown on the 
photographic plate, If it is not present, the plate will be blank, despite any dense bone 
or other tissue coming within the field of the camera. For an accurate delineation of 
a disease condition X-rays may give more useful information, The camera has the 
advantage that the patient need not be present for the photograph to be taken.” 


‘Some remarkable experiments have becn made with the Delawarr camera, which 
go far to-enforce the importance of the non-material aspects of life. By photographing 
a potency of Aconite, a picture of the Aconite flower has been revealed on the photo- 
graphic plate, This, incidentally, is proof of the value of the homoeopathic remedy and 
that the influence of the remedy is retained during potentization, so that a stimulus of 
specific type depending on the remedy employed is conveyed to the patient.” 


“Even so, radiesthesia and radionics can greatly assist them in making their 
diagnosis and in finding the correct remedies, and where homopathic drugs are used 
the correct potencies.”’ 


“Dr, T.T B. Watson, President of the Medical Society for the Study of 
Radiesthesia, put it very clearly when he stated that a medical diagnosis, with all its 
aids, leads to a diagnosis of a limited kind, It seeks to match a case of illness with the 
picture of a known disease or syndrome. On the other hand a radiesthetic diagnosis 
does not mean classifying and naming a case of illness in the usual way. It claims to 
disclose the underlying forces that are giving rise to the illness. And he continues : 
“Generally speaking a radiesthetic diagnosis of a particular case can neither be proved 
nor disproved. It can be judged as likely or unlikely, and its value must be assessed in 
conjunction with the clinical examination of the patient and all other aids to diagnosis’. 
There is room for both methods of investigation, and they should be thought of as 
being complementary rather than alternative. Usually patients coming into the hands 
of those working on radiesthetic or radionic lines have previously undergone orthodox 
treatments in vain, and it is only when they realize that some more comprehensive form 
of investigation is required that they are ready to accept theservices of unorthodox

SERUM INJECTIONS POISON BODY 


Inoculations and injections are not a protection but an over-sensitizing 
and actual poisoning of the organism because almost all organisms already 
possess a certain individual natural sensibility (Idiosyncrancy) for various 
substances acting as a kind of natural anti-toxin. ‘Therefore the reactions 
following an injection of serums or other compounds used for therapeutic 
purpose are often extremely violent and may be even critical. 


Inoculations and injections are especially dangerous for people suflering 
from asthma, skin rashes, malaria, and also for those who eat meats of 
corresponding animals such as lamb, horse flesh, milk, etc. which account 
for mortal accidents occurring after an injection of tuberculin, vaccine and 
other animal serums. 


Immunity (Phylaxy) that is an inborn or naturally acquired resistance 
to poisons, is only valuable and effective, in as much as it is an actual 
component of a given body, all anti-toxins introduced artificially in the 
organism give paradoral reactions contrary to preventive; for instance 
it has been proved that if a first dose injected into a healthy animal showed 
no immediate signs of illness, a second injection of the same or of another 
substance, even distilled water, becomes readily fatal. 


The introduction of foreign bodies into the interior of a living cell 
throws out of balance its components and its whole structure is subject to 
change. ‘The forcibly introduced compound does not create a chemical 
relationship in the body but rather a physical disturbance within the struc- 
ture of its cells. Chemical affinity does not play any part in developing 


a state of super-sensitivity and the reactions are purely of a physical 
discord. 


The injection of serums and other substances for therapeutic purposes, 
causes a disturbance in the cells of the blood, this disturbance of equlibrium 
visible under an ultramicroscope creates flocks which form within the blood, 
producing convolutions of the blood vessels and causing a violent contrac- 
tion often resulting in death caused by strangulation. 


In general the reactions produced by such an artificial immunity are 
always the same, independently of the chemical difference of the substances 
used. The most important changes occurring in the blood following an 
injection are a pronounced drop in the arterial tension, a marked drop of 
bodily heat, lack of coagulation of the blood even for several hours after 
death, a decreased number of white blood corpuscles, an increased quantity 
of lymph and its non-coagulation, a higher index of refraction of light in the 
blood-plasma and a lowering of its freezing point.

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CAUSE OF CANCER 


Prof. Erkki Halme of Helsinki University has aroused international 
interest by his tests with thousands of mice to study the effect of ordinary 
drinking water upon their organs. Professor Halme says the tests show 
that small amounts of zinc getting into the water from zinc galvanised pipes 
can cause deadly tumours in the animals, especially when the mice get such 
drinking water from birth. 


From 10 to 20 milligrammes of zinc in a litreof water is enough 
to cause tumours, he says. ‘Tests with samples of Helsinki drinking 
water showed that one-third of the samples contained 8 milligrammes of 
zinc and some upto 50 to 60 milligrammes a litre. In one series of tests, 
water which had rested overnight in pipes contained 11 milligrammes of zinc 
a litre, but after running for halfan hour the quantity was only 0.1 milli- 
grammes a litre. —T. R. Savan. President,

At the third annual scientific meeting of the American Society of 
Clinical Hypnosis in Miami Beach, Dr Seymour Hershman reported that 
hypno-anaesthesis was used in 44,181 surgical cases in 1959 inthe U.S. 
In 3898 out of them hypnosis was the only anaesthetic used. It was most 
used in childbirth. 


Another significant finding was that after planting positive hypnotic 
suggestions in 200 anaesthetized patients, 140 did not go in for pain-killing 
drugs after surgery. “Nausea and vomiting were decreased and healing 
was apparently speeded,’ noted Dr. Donald D. Hutchings of Bath, New

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MEDICAL FACILITIES EXTENSION (Bihar Govt.’s Efforts) 


Ranchi, Nov. 20. Shri Birchand Patel Health Minister of Bihar said 
here yesterday that the State Government was doing its best to extend 
medical facilities throughout the State for the benefit of the people. 


Inaugurating the 20th Bihar State Medical Conference Shri Patel said 
the number of hospitals and dispensaries in Bihar had increased from 815 
in 1955-56 to 1012 in 1960. In 1955-56 only 137 hospitals and dispen- 
saties were controlled by the State Government while the rest were managed 
by local bodies. Now the number of Government managed hospitals and 
dispensaries had gone upto 520. ‘The per capita expenditure on medical 
facilities had also increased during this period from 40 Np to 140 Np. 


About 100 delegates from all over the State attended the conference. 


Dr. H. N. Shiva Puri President of the Indian Medical Association also 
attended it- 


Shri Patel said the State Government was also providing financial 
assistance to encourage the Ayurvedic, Unani and Homoeopathic system of 
medicine. The bed strength of the leprosy centre at Brahmbey in Ranchi 
district has been increased from 75 to 100. Fourteen other subsidiary 
leprosy centres were being run in other parts of the State. Malaria and 
filaria units were also working in various parts of the State with good 
results, —Delhi Hindustan Standard, 21-11-60. 


PROTEST AGAINST PUNJAB BILL ON MEDICAL DEGREES 


Jullundur, Nov. 20. The Punjab Ayurvedic Congress and the 
Punjab Unani Tibbi Congress at a joint conference held here today passed 
a resolution emphatically protesting against the Indian Medical Degrees 
(Punjab Amendment) Bill as highly detrimental to practitioners of the two 
indigenous systems of medicines. 


The conference regretted that these measures were aimed at helping 
only the allopathic practitioners. It urged the Govt. not to impose restric- 
tions on the use of the words ‘doctor’, ‘physician’ and ‘surgeon’ but to dis- 
courage the use of unauthorised degrees and take drastic steps against the 
institutions issuing such degrees. 


If, however, the Government was determined to impose restrictions, 
the word ‘doctor’ should be used only by the practitioners holding the degree 
of doctor conferred by any university but there should be no restrictions on 
the use of words ‘physician’ and ‘surgeon’. There should be no discrimina- 
tion between the practitioners registered under the Indian Medical practi- 
tioners Act, 1916 and the Ayurvedic and Unani Practitioners Act, 1949. 


The proposed bill if passed into an act would affect about 70,000 
medical practitioners in Punjab and great resentment was expressed by 
various speakers at the conference. —Delhi Hindustan Standard, 21-11-60,

MEDICAL DEGREES AMENDMENT BILL 


I would like to draw the attention of all M.L.A.s and M.L.C.s in Punjab 
State that the above named Bill is being introduced in the coming session 
of the Assembly by the Honourable Chief Minister S. Partap Singh Kairon. 
The aims and objects of the bill show that the Government is interested to 
ban the use of bogus degrees and diplomas because some persons have been 
using some degrees which are similar to those in Allopathy. In the opinion 
of the Government such persons were doing this just to show that they are 
highly qualified. 


I am of the opinion that the use of bogus degrees and diplomas like 
M.B.B.S.H., H.M.D., F.R.C-S (India) should be banned but on going 
through the bill it is learnt that the Government even intends to ban the 
words ‘doctor’, ‘Physician’ and ‘Surgeon’ which are neither degrees nor 
diplomas but are only denominations, so there is no justification for the 
medical practitioners including unregistered practitioners, vaids, Hakims, 
dentists and homoeopaths not being allowed to use these denominations. It 
is therefore requested that an amendment may be made in the said bill so 
that any medical practitioner who has been working for more than 5 years 
on any medical system may be exempted and should be allowed to use 
these denominations.

7-CRORE PLAN TO FIGHT SMALLPOX 


Mr. D. P. Karmarkar, Union Health Minister, said on Monday that the 
Government of India had prepareda Rs. 7-crore programme to eradicate 
emallpox. 


The Minister was inaugurating the five-day Inter-Regional Small-pox 
Conference in New Delhi, held under the auspices of the World Health 
Organization. Delegates from 16 countries of South-East Asia, Western 
Pacific and Eastern Mediterranean are participating in the conference. 

The conference will discuss the organization of a smallpox eradication 
campaign in the Asian and Middle-East countries and its co-ordination with 
similar programme launched by public health service. 
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Mr. Karmarkar said the Central Expert Committee had recommended 
the launching of a national smallpox eradication drive with the object of 
vaccinating the entire population of India within three years. 


“We are fully aware of the problem which confronts us in view of the 
fact that our estimated Indian population for 1960 is no less than 408 
millions,” he said. 


For a campaign of this magnitude to be successful, Mr. Karmarkar 
continued, not only the concerted efforts of the health services and people of 
India were required but the assistance of International bodies and the 
co-operation of neighbouring countries to undertake similar programmes in 
their regions to prevent transmission of infection were also needed. 


Earlier, welcoming the delegates, Dr. C. Mani, Regional Director 
W.H.O. emphasised the need for closer co-operation between the neigh- 
bouring countries for the eradication of small-pox.

AMENDMENT OF MEDICAL DEGREES BILL URGED 


A deputation of the Punjab branch of the National Medical Association 
of India, led by Mr. Harbhagwan Mudgil, MLA, waited upon Mr. Kairon, 
Chief Minister of Punjab, yesterday and pleaded for the amendment of the 
Indian Medical Degrees (Punjab Amendment) Bill which was now before 
the Legislative council. 


: The Bill entitles only qualified medical practitioners to use the word 
‘doctor” before their names. 


The deputationists asserted that the words doctor, physician or surgeon 
were not degrees, diplomas or certificates granted by any university or 
faculty. These were common English words. 


They pointed out that a similar Lill was first introduced in the Punjab 
Assembly in 1949 and again in 1958 but was dropped after the authorities 
concerned were fully convinced that there was no justification for the 
measure, 


The deputationists suggested that if the Punjab Government was 
really anxious for the right useof the word “doctor”, its use should be 
allowed only to those who actually held the doctorate degree. They pointed 
out that the Bill would affect more than 70,000 medical practitioners. 

They suggested that the purpose of the Bill could be rightly solved if a 
complete ban was put on the issue and use of bogus degrees. 

Mr. Kairon gave an assurance that he would consider the matter sym- 
pathetically. —The Hindustan Times, 10.11.60. 


MEDICAL BILL 


The report that the Indian Medical Degrees (Amendment) Bill will 
come before the Punjab Vidhan Sabha during its present session has caused 
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uneasiness in the rank of non-allopath practitioners. The Bill strikes at the 
very roots of the Ayurved and Unani systems. Already asa result of the 
step-motherly treatment being meted out to vaids and hakims, who are sent 
out to rural areas and at such places where amenities and facilities for the 
education of their children are totally absent, there is frustration among 
young vaids and hakims. Many of them have changed over to other 
vocations. 


In this state of affairs the proposed Bill has come asa bomb-shell. 
The very meagre grant that has been earmarked for the promotion of the 
Ayurvedic system of medicine in the Third Five-Year Plan is nothing more 
than an eye-wash.

HOMOEOPATHIC COLLEGE FOR BIHAR PLANNED 


Dr. Sri Krishna Sinha, Chief Minister of Bihar, said here yesterday 
that homoeopathy with its manifold advantages would havea great future 
in the country if it was developed and practised on correct and scientific 
lines. 


The Chief Minister was inaugurating the first All-India Homoeopathic 
State Board conference. ‘Thirty-six delegates from dfferent states are 
attending the four-day conference. 


Messages wishing the conference success have been received from 
Prime Minister Mr. Nehru, Mr. D. P. Karmarkar, Union Minister for 
Health, Mr. K. C. Reddy, Union Minister for Works, Housing and Supply, 
Mr. Jagjiwan Ram, Union Minister for Railways, and Mr. S. K. Dey. Union 
Minister for Community Projects. 


Homoeopathy, Dr. Sinha said, had certain definite advantages. 
Treatment by homoeopathy was usually cheaper than other systems of 
medicine. 


Dr. Sinha said that people with little general education and inadequate 
training in homoeopathy could hardly function properly as physicians. In 
order to protect innocent victims from persons masquerading as physicians, 
the Bihar Government enacted the Bihar Development of Homoeopathy 
System of Medicine Act 1953. 


He said he welcomed the idea of forming an all-India board of homoeo- 
pathic medicine on the line of the All-India Medical Council to direct its 
attention to matters concerned with education and research in Homoeopathy, 
the training of teachers for homoeopathic schools and colleges and the 
general development of the homoeopathic system of medicine. 


Dr. Sinha said that Bihar Government would set up a college during 
the third Plan period. He said unless people with adequate academic back- 
ground, sound medical education in homoeopathic schools and colleges and 
sufficient practical experience in homoeopathic hospitals were available in 
large numbers, it would not be possible for homoeopathy as a system of 
medicine to make any real progress. 


He added, however, that no amount of State patronage would be able 
to create a feeling of dependability on homoeopathy unless homoeopaths 
themselves were able to create such a confidence in the minds of the people. 
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Mr. M. P. Sinha, Chairman of the Bihar Khadi Board, presiding over 
the conference said that proper atmosphere should be created in the country 
for the development of homoeopathy. If homoeopathy was to develop, it 
must have the confidence of the people. 


Dr. D. N. Banerjee (U. P.) suggested that a separate Directorate for 
homoeopathy should be set up in every State. He said the Plan allotments 
for the development of homoeopathy were inadequate. 


Dr. K. G. Saxena (Delhi) suggested that separate Directorate for 
Homoeopathy in every state and a Central Directorate for Homoeopathy 
should be set up immediately. —Hindustan Times, 19.11.60. 


SIX LAKH T. B. PATIENTS IN WEST BENGAL 


West Bengal’s Minister for Health, Dr. Anath Bandhu Roy, told the 
State Legislative Council here yesterday that there were now about six lakh 
patients suffering from tuberculosis in West Bengal. 


Dr. Roy told during the question hour that 2,529 seats were available 
for T. B. patients in Government hospitals in the State. Besides, he added, 
there were 935 seats in non-Government hospitals.

It is reported that the Union Health Ministry proposes to frame the 
necessary law to ban quackery. ‘The main step proposed to be taken in 
this respect is to define the terms ‘Dr.’ ‘Physician’, ‘Surgeon’ and ‘Medical 
Practitioner’ in the Indian Medical Degrees Act, 1916, and thus prohibit 
any person from adding to his name any such title or any other title, 
description of letters which may imply that he holds a degree, diploma or 
certificate, unless he actually holds them or is registered with any State 
medical council constituted under the Acts of the State legislatures. 


This raises several questions: whether this will actually eradicate 
quackery ; whether the registered or degree-holders alone are competent 
physicians; whether the registered doctors who rampantly prescribe advertised 
dopes emperically are not practising quackery; whether all except the 
registered doctors are quacks; whether the citizen will lose his liberty of 
choosing a competent physician for himself; whether he will be compelled 
to choose one from the registered practitioners irrespective of the cost and his 
competence in curing diseases: whether it isan effort on the part of the 
allopaths who govern the Health Department to monopolize the profession 
for selfish ends: whether anybody uses fictitious titles or degrees without 
holding these and whether in such cases the law already provides adequate 
punishment or not. 


The allopathic diagnosis and treatment is so costly, cumbersome, risky 
and painful that many people prefer to avoid this treatment and actually 
get cured by other unregistered physicians much more economically and 
gently. Will not the proposed restriction make the allopathic treatment 
much more costlier because of the shortage of registered doctors and costly 
drugs? 
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There are only 80,000 registered allopaths against more than 5 lakh 
vaids, hakims, homoeopaths and naturopaths who are rendering humble 
services to the suffering humanity at a very cheap cost and often free of 
cost. Hardly about 10 percent of the population of the country ever get an 
opportunity of proper allopathic treatment and that the 90 percent of the 


population depend entirely on other schools of medicine, not supported by 


the State and practised by unregistered but competent men. 


Before considering such legislation without adequate provision for the 
country’s needs, it is first necessary to define what is quackery, and if one 
honestly starts trying to define quackery it would perhaps appear that the 
so-called allopathic practice of medicine and surgery which has no funda- 
mental laws or principles and which is entirely based on pure empericism 
is the greatest quackery of the modern times. —M. L. Agrawal,

While any step to root out quackery will be widely welcomed, the 
suggestion that all medical men, who are not members of medical councils, 
be debarred from being called doctors, physicians, surgeons, medical practi- 
tioners, etc., is no remedy for the disease. It is a well-known fact that 
since the days of non-co-operation, medical education in India has not 
remained a monopoly of the Government-controlled institutions. Up to 
1956, even the purely allopathic licentiates have remained outside the 
jurisdiction of the Medical Council. It is true that due to the pressures of 
medical politics they are now covered by the Medical Council Act, but 
thousands of qualified practitioners are still registered not by the medical 
councils but by separate, equally autonomous boards. Similar is the case 
with qualifled homoeopathic practitioners. Are they all quacks? If so, 
debar them from practising the art of healing itself. If not, it is most 
unjust to restrict this or that courtesy title or descriptive phrase for the 
medical council-wallahs, howsoever vocal and powerful they may be. What 
are the graduates of modernized Indian medicine and homoeopathy if not 
physicians, surgeons and medical practitioners ? Their recognized diplomas 
authorize them to practise medicine and surgery and they are registered 
as medical practitioners for the last so many years. So long as they 
actually practise the art of healing, how are they less entitled to be called 
doctors” ? Throughout the civilized world this word has never been the 
monopoly of any particular band or brand of medical men. So long as 
the qualified medical men registered outside the medical councils are free 
to practise medicine and surgery how will their being debarred from the 
use of these words and phrases help to root out quackery ? 


A similar situation was created when, in April, 1959, it was pro- 
posed to confine the phrase “registered medical practitioner” to the medical 
council-wallahs for the purpose of the Drug Act and the Pharmacy Act. 
But the injustice was detected by the Union Health Minister in good time 
and he saved the situation by accepting, in Parliament, to introduce a 
clause authorizing State Governments to include others also. If the strange 
and unprecedented thesis that these words are “degrees” is accepted, due 
provision must be made to safeguard the interest and honour of those who 
due to causes connected with the national struggle for freedom or due to love 
for other systems also, happen to be outside the jurisdiction of medical 
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councils but are duly and legally qualified and, therefore, registered medi- 
cal practitioners. 


If they really want to root out quackery, they should follow the reply 
given by the Union Health Minister to Mr. Rajbhoj in Parliament and help 
the Government of India to prepare a “Model Bill to prevent unqualified 
persons from engaging in the practice of any system of medicine’. Even 
that will have to be passed and enforced differently for prospective and 
retrospective purposes. —Bhadrasain, Hindustan Times, 29.11 60. 


TREATMENT OF DIABETES THROUGH YOGA 


A 40-days camp commencing on October 22, is being organised by the 
Vishwayatan Yogashram in New Delhi for treatment of diabetes through 
yogic exercises alone. 


Arrangements are being made for accommodation and treatment of upto 
25 patients in the camp which wil! be located on the Tin Murti Marg in 
the Diplomatic Enclave. The conditions for admission to the camp are: 
the person must be suffering from only diabetes and from no other major 
disease and must not smoke, drink or eat meat and must be a believer in the 
yogic system. All expenditures in connection with the camp will be met 
by the Government of India. 


Before the camp starts, all the patients will be examined by a Medical 
Board of eminent doctors to be appointed by Govt. The medical 
check up of the patients will be held daily during the period of the camp 
and also when the camp concludes. At the camp, the day for the patients 
will commence at 4a.m. The routine will consist of ablutions, Yogic 
exercises, food, rest, walks, prayer according to a time table drawn up in this 
behalf. At 9 in the night, the patients will have to go to bed. 


Swami Dhirendra Brahmchari, director of the Vishwayatan Yogashram 
in New Delhi, told press men on Wednesday that a similar camp for 
diabetic patients held in Rajasthan under the patronage of the State Govern- 
ment, had given very satisfactory results. Twenty patients had been 
initially admitted to the camp but nine had to be discharged when it was 
found that they had other complications. Of the remaining eleven, seven had 
been completely cured and the rest had shown considerable improvement. 


The Camp in New Delhi is expected to be inaugurated by the Prime 
Minister. Applications from patients desirous of joining the camp must 
reach the director of the Yogashram at 1, Jantar Mantar Road, before 
October 15 on a prescribed form to be obtained from there.

The Executive Committee of the Homoeopathic Medical Association 
Kanpur held on 13-10-60, highly condemns the action of the members of 
the Board of Homoeopathic Medicine U.P. who have imposed a levy of 
Rs. 2} per annum on the Regd. & Listed Homoeopaths of the Province 
specially when there is no levy or any other Tax on the members of other 
systems of medicine and request the U. P. Govt. not to confirm this levy. 


It is further resolved that the U. P. Govt. be requested to curtail the 
expenses of the Board by reducing the travelling allowances given to the 
members of the Board and particularly to the chairman who visits the 
Board’s office unnecessarily twice or thrice a week, from Ist class to 3rd class 
and to stop publication of the Magazine which is running at some loss. 


This meeting further resolves that Dr. D. N. Banerjee be expelled from 
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the membership of our Association for violating the resolution of this 
Association dated 23-9-58, which reads as under :- 


“This meeting of the Executive Committee of the Homoeopathic 
Medical Association, condemns and deprecates the proposal of the Board 
regarding Annual renewal of Registration of Homoeopaths & request to the 
chairman and members of the Board to 1efrain from making such detri- 
mental proposals and machinations in future.” 


This meeting of Homoeopathic Medical Association Kanpur held under 
the presidentship of Dr. S. P. Shukla at the residence of Dr. L. B. Nigam 
condemns the action of the members of the Board (whom we voted on the 
directions of the U. P. H. M. Association) for imposing a levy of Rs. 24 per 
annum on every Regd. & Listed Homoeopath of the state and requests the 
Provincial Working Committee of the U. P. H. M. A. to get the resolution of 
levy rescinded or to take disciplinary action against the members of the 
Board who have acted against the interest of Homoeopaths in general & 
members in particular by expelling them from the Association and it is 
further resolved that if the Provincial Association does not take disciplinary 
action against them, we should get our Association disaffiliated from them. 


Resolved to write letters to all the sister Associations of the state 
requesting them to condemn the action of the members of the Board for 
imposing levy of Rs. 2} on every Regd. & Listed Homoeopath and request 
them to force the Board members coming of their respective districts to get 
the levy resolution rescinded for safeguarding the interest of Homoeopaths 
in general. 


This is indeed like the ZIZIA TAX of Aurangzeb regime and 
unworthy of a secular state which grants equal rights and privileges 
to all. Hence, condemned. —Editor. 


RAJASTHAN HOMOEOPATHY ASSOCIATION (Regd.) JAIPUR 


Memorandum of some tentative proposals placed before the 
Chief Secretary to the Government of Rajasthan by the Rajasthan 
Homoeopathy Association (Regd.) New Colony, Jaipur (during his 
visit to our office) for giving impetus to the study and practice of 
Homoeopathy as a useful and curative medical science to tackle the 
economic and medical problems of the poor country. 


Proposals are given in order of the merits of desirability whereas the 
ultimate aim should be to give equal importance and equal support to 
Homoeopathy as is given to Allopathy. 


Immediate action may be taken to take up any one or some of 
the following proposals which may deem feasible under the prevailing 
circumstances :— 

1. Toestablish a separate independent Faculty of Homoeopathy as 
was done in London in the year 1950 and also in West Bengal in the year 
1943, which are still functioning with the patronage of the Govt. 

2. The Rajasthan University may be asked to open a separate indepen- 
dent Faculty of Homoeopathy encouraging private organisations to open 
colleges as the Agra University has already done. 


3. Enactment of necessary ~legislation for the establishment of separate 
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independent Directorate and State Board of Homoeopathy in Rajasthan as 
has been done in all the States of India except Rajasthan. 


4. If the above proposals are likely to take a longer time the Govern- 
ment may help this Association to open full fledged Homoeopathic Colleges 
and Hospitals as in Bengal, Bombay, Bihar, U.P., M-P. etc. such institutions 
have been receiving State aids and grants even before any legislation or 
establishment of the Board for Homoeopathy, and so the Rajasthan Govt. 
may also grant such aids to this Association. 


5. Registration of the existing Homoeopathic practitioners on the basis 
of three years’ experience and practice as was done in Bengal, Bihar, M.P. 
etc. and encouragement to the study and private training and issue of dip- 
loma and registration certificate to new candidates on the basis of an exami- 
nation of prescribed course as long as full fledged colleges are not opened, 
because any control on registration and recognition without providing 
necessary scope and support for education and without providing appoint- 
ments to the future learners will eventually throttle the progress and kill 


the development of the science that was in progress even without any State 


help or State recognition. 


6. Recognition of Medical Certificates issued by the Homoeopathic 
Practitioners and reimbursement of their bills, to the Govt. servants. 


7. Separate Homoeopathic dispensaries may be opened at various places 
which would cost about Rs. 2000/- as initial expenses and Rs. 500/- as 
monthly recurring expenses for each disnensary. 


8. Homoeopathic wards may be opened with all the existing allopathic 
hospitals so that patients willing to take homoeopathic treatment may be 
accommodated. 


9. If the Government wants to judge the merits of the Homoeopathic 
treatment at first hand, it may appoint a Committee of three invigilator- 
supervisors who may be unprejudiced Government officials or judges or 
Magistrates who may observe and report the progress of the patients in such 


Homoeopathic wards. 


10. The Homoeopathic physicians incharge of such Homoeopathic 
wards in hospitals may be consulted about such patients who are declared 
either Allergic, undiagnosib!e, Surgical, Chronic. incurable, hopeless and so 
on, so that the patients who are adjudged to be curable by easy and econo- 
mic homoeopathic medicines may have a chance of healthy survival and a 
chance of avoiding the risk of surgical operations. 


If any of these are not feasible at the moment the following proposals 
may be considered for immediate implementation. 


11. The Government may inspect and scrutinise the method and system 
of working of this Association and then give to this Association a substan- 
tial aid to open several outdoor dispensaries and to opena 50 bed indoor 
hospital and a 50 bed maternity home or nursing home under the supervi- 
sion of this Association for which, for the time being, rented building may 
be acquired to start with.

Re:— The proposed legislation for banning quackery and 
preventing medical practice by persons other than those 
registered with the Medical Council. 


As per resolution adopted by the Executive Committee meeting of this 
Association held on the 29th October, 1960, I am directed to draw your 
kind attention to the following; so that you may kindly do the needful to 
see that the practitioners of the Homoeopathic science of medicines in the 
country and specially in Rajasthan be not affected by the legislation and 
so that the public may not be deprived of the benefit of the useful services 
rendered by the Homoeopathic practitioners. 


Although the Govt. has already recognised Homoeopathy as a useful 
science of medicines and although the various Committees appointed by the 
Union Govt. viz: ‘the Homoeopathic Enquiry Committee, the Bhore 
Committee, the Dave Committee etc., have recommended the necessity of 
developing the training and practice of Homoeopathy and have suggested 
plans and programmes for the same, the recommendations have not been 
implemented. 


Although most of the state Govts. have passed Homoeopathic Acts 
recognising Homoeopathy and undertaking the development of Homoeo- 
pathy, nothing tangible has yet been done to regularise the teaching and 
practice of Homoeopathy except that some of the states have slowly 
started registration of the practising Homoeopaths. 


But such restrictions without ample provision for training and entry 
of new candidates will defeat the purpose of the Acts depriving the public 
of the benefits of the science. 


That although most of the states have at least passed Homoeopathic 
Acts and have started registration of the Homoeopaths, the state Govt. 
of Rajasthan has not yet done anything in this respect. 


As such the proposed legislation by your ministry will jeopardise the 
legal position of the Homoeopathic practitioners of Rajasthan who are 
rendering service to the public. So it is prayed that the proposed legisla- 
tion to ban quackery may have necessary provision for the Homoeopaths 
to continue their services to the nation. 


It is prayed that the proposed legislation may clarify that the practi- 
tioners of Homoeopathy be exempted from the strictures of the law. 


As per report of the Homoeopathic Enquiry Committees appointed 
by your Ministry, it must be well known to you that there are more than 3 
lacs Homoeopathic practitioners in the country who are rendering useful 
medical service to a major portion of the poor people of the country. It 
must also be well-known to you that the present strength of the registered 
allopathic practitioners and the exhorbitant cost of the allopathic diagnosis 
and medicines can never cope with the growing medical needs and the 
health problems of the country. 
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It should also be well known to you that there are many diseased condi- 
tions such as Asthma, Eczema, Rheumatism, Anaemia, Gangrene, Diabetes, 


Hypertention, Measles, pox, Chronic cold, Cancer, Allergic conditions, 
Leucorrhoea, Insanity, Cholera, Jaundice, Gastro-enteritis, etc. etc. which 
baffle the allopathic school but which are more easily and economically 
cured and controlled with Homoeopathy. 


Under the circumstances it is prayed and hoped that you would be 
good enough to bear in mind (while framing law to ban quackery) that 
the public may not be deprived of the benefits of the most modern and 
perfect science and art of medicine known as Homoeopathy and 
practised by Homoeopathic and many highly qualified allopathic 
physicians and surgeons all over the world.

Dear Sir, 


Although my observations may sound too explosive, they are certainly 
logical and_ based on facts. And I hope and wish you would not deny the 
right and liberty of speech to your readers in giving vent to their thoughts 
through the pages of your journal. 


“The wisdom of the ancientest and best times always complained that 
states were too busy with laws and too remiss in point of education”—and 
proper provisions. 

We have read with mixed pain and pleasure in the Delhi Hindustan 
Standard dated 20.10.60 that the Government is out to ban quackery and 
for this the Health Ministry is going to frame necessary law. 


And the main step that they are going to take in this respect is to 
define the terms “Dr.’’, “Physician”, “Surgeon” and “Medical Practitioner” 
in the Indian Medical Degrees Act 1916 and thus to prohibit any person 
from adding to his name any such title or any other title, description, letters 
or abbreviations, which may imply that he holds a degree, diploma or certi- 
ficate unless he actually holds them or is registered with any state medical 
council in India constituted under the acts of the State Legislature. 


“The Health Ministry feels that such legislation , which is already 
overdue, will mark an important stage in the eradication of quackery.” 

This raises several questions for consideration. 

1. Whether this will actually eradicate quackery. 

2. Whether the registered or degree holders alone are competent phy- 
sicians. 


3. Whether the registered doctors who rampantly prescribe advertised 
dopes emperically are not practising quackery. 


4. Whether all except the registered doctors are quacks. 


5. Whether 'the citizen will lose his liberty of choosing a competent 
physician for himself, 


6. Whether he will be compelled to choose one from the registered 
practitioners irrespective of the cost and his competence in curing diseases. 


7. Whether it is an effort on the part of the allopaths who govern the 
health department to monopolise the profession for selfish ends. 


8. Whether anybody at all uses fictitious titles or degrees without 
holding these and whether in such cases the law already provides adequate 
punishment or not, 


Practical experience shows that there are many cases left uncured and 
complicated with numerous allergic and toxic effects of drugs; which are 
later cured by unregistered and unqualified Vaids, Hakims, Naturopaths, 
faith healers and Homoeopaths. 


Does the Health Ministry desire to deprive the public to get the benefit 
of cure from these unregistered and so-called unqualified but really compet- 
ent practitioners, even when the allopaths fail to cure ? 
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It has been also seen that the allopathic diagnosis and treatment is so 
costly, cumbersome, risky and painful that many people prefer to avoid 
these treatments and do actually get cured by the other unregistered physi- 
cians much more economically and gently. 


It has been also seen that whereas the persistent allopathic drugging 
complicates the case, these other unqualified practitioners easily give up the 
patient if they cannot cure early enough, and hesitate to complicate the case. 


Will not this proposed restriction make the allopathic treatment much 


more costlier to the poor people of India because of the natural shortage of 
registered doctors and costly drugs, 


It isan admitted fact that there are only 80,000 registered allopaths 
whereas more than 5 lacs Vaids, Hakims, Homoeopaths (3 lacs as per 
Govt. Enquiry Committee Reports ) Naturopaths etc., are rendering their 


humble services to the suffering humanity ata very cheap cost and often 
even free of cost. 


It is an admitted fact that hardly about 10% of the population of our 
country ever get an opportunity of proper allopathic treatment and that the 
90% of the population depend entirely on other schools of medicine, not 
supported by the state and practised by unregistered but competent men. 


It is alsoan admitted fact that no practitioner, whether quack or 
unqualified can stick to his practice for long unless he effects cures and-no 
men of the public will pay him without getting profitable service. 


Does the Health Ministry want to deprive all these several lacs sincere 
practitioners from earning their bread and many missionary practitioners 
from rendering service to humanity ? Does the Govt. want to deprive the 
90% of the population of the benefit of their services or for that matter of 
the benefit of any treatment whatsoever ? Because the limited .number of 
registered Govt. supported and protected medical men can never cope with 
the country-wide health problems in every home. 


Before considering such legislation without. adequate provision for the 
country’s needs it is first necessary to define what is quackery and if one 
honestly starts trying to define quackery it would perhaps appear that the 
so called allopathic practice of medicine and surgery which has no funda- 
mental laws or principles and which is entirely based on pure empericism is 
the greatest quackery of the modern times.

The book deals with the dangers inherent in the use of Alumi- 
nium utensils. Although there are several other books on the subject, the 
book under review is unique for the reasons that it contains (1) a long list 
of Aluminium contaminated foods (2) the various signs and symptoms of 
Aluminium poisoning manifested on various organs (3) the convincing 
proof and method of detecting aluminium poisoning by Radiaesthesia (+) 
illustrative cases and (5) a Bibliography of books on the subject published 
from Canada, France, Germany, Great Britain, Scandinavia, U.S.A. etc 

In the face of such facts revealed in the books on the subject of Alu- 
minium poisoning through utensils, tap water, etc. we wonder how the 
orthodox school ignores the matter while carrying on researches on the 
Aetiology of such diseases like peptic ulcers, gastritis, amoebiasis, cancer 
etc. We recommend this book and others on the subject to all interested in 
the human health and diseases in any way.
